Prayer  by  the  Rev.  R.  H.  Nelson. 

The  President  addressed  the  Senate  as  follows:

I  know  we  are  going  to 
have  a  very  delightful  and  happy  time  together,  and  after  the 
session  is  over  1  want  the  acquaintanceships  that  are  formed 
here  to  ripen  into  everlasting  friend^ips,  and  that  our  association 
together  ^all  be  a  cherished  memory.

The  President  declared  Clayton  R.  Lusk  duly  elected  Tem- 
porary President  for  the  years  1921  and  1922. 

Mr.  Burlingame  offered  a  resolution  in  the  words  following: 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  two  be  appointed  to  wait  upon 
the  Governor  to  inform  him  of  the  election  of  Clayton  R.  Lusk 
as  Temporary  President  of  the  Senate. 

The  President  put  the  question  whether  the  Senate  would 
agree  to  said  resolution,  and  it  was  decided  in  the  affirmative. 

The  President  appointed  as  such  committee  Messrs.  Burlin- 
game and  Downing. 

Mr.  Robinson  offered  a  resolution  in  the  words  following: 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  two  be  appointed  to  wait  upon 
the  Assembly  and  inform  that  body  of  the  election  of  Clayton 
R.  Lusk  as  Temporary  President  of  the  Senate. 
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The  President  put  the  question  whether  the  Senate  would 
agree  to  said  resolution,  and  it  was  decided  in  the  affirmative. 

The  President  appointed  as  such  committee  Messrs.  Robinson 
and  Cotillo. 

The  above  committees  returned  and  reported  that  they  had 
performed  their  respective  duties. 

Messrs.  Martin  and  Taylor,  a  committee  from  the  Assembly, 
appeared  in  the  Senate  Chamber  and  announced  that  the  As- 
sembly is  organized  and  ready  to  proceed  to  business. 

Mr.  Lusk  moved  the  adoption  of  the  following  rules  of  the 
Senate  for  the  years  1921  and  1922 : 

Order  of  Business 

I.  The  President  shall  take  the  chair  at  the  hour  to  which  the 
Senate  shall  have  adjourned,  and  a  quorum  being  present,  the 
Journal  of  the  preceding  day  shall  be  read,  to  the  end  that  any 
mistakes  therein  may  be  corrected.  After  the  reading  and 
approving  of  the  Journal  the  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows : 

1.  The  presentation  of  petitions. 

2.  Introduction  of  bills. 

3.  Messages  from  the  Assembly. 

4.  Messages  from  the  Governor. 

5.  Reports  of  standing  committees. 

6.  Reports  of  select  committees. 

7.  Communications  and  reports  from  State  officers. 

8.  Third  reading  of  bills. 

9.  Motions  and  resolutions. 
10.  Special  orders. 

II.  General  orders. 

Messages  from  the  Governor  and  Assembly,  communications 
and  reports  from  State  officers,  reports  from  the  Committee  on 
Privileges  and  Elections  involving  the  right  of  a  Senator  to  his 
seat,  and  reports  from  the  Committee  on  Engrossed  Bills,  on  Re- 
vision and  on  Rules  shall  be  received  at  any  time. 

The  Committee  on  Rules  may  sit  at  any  time;  the  reception 
and  consideration  of  its  report  shall  always  be  in  order,  debate 
on  its  adoption  shall  not  exceed  one  hour,  one-half  hour  for  and 
one-half  hour  against,  such  time  to  be  allotted  by  the  Temporary 
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President  and  minority  leader,  and  no  other  motion,  except  a 
motion  by  the  Temporary  President  for  a  call  of  the  Senate,  to 
adjourn  or  to  recess,  shall  be  in  order  until  the  vote  of  the  Senate 
is  had  thereon. 

Op  the  Peesident 

2.  (1)  The  President  shall  preserve  order  and  decorum;  in 
case  of  disturbance  or  disorderly  conduct  in  the  lobby  or  galleries, 
he  may  cause  the  same  to  be  cleared ;  he  shall  decide  all  questions 
of  order,  subject  to  appeal  to  the  Senate.  On  every  appeal  he 
shall  have  the  right,  in  his  place,  to  assign  his  reasons  for  his  de- 
cision. When  the  Senate  shall  be  ready  to  go  into  committee  of 
the  whole,  he  shall  name  a  chairman  to  preside  therein. 

(2)  He  shall  assign  to  the  doorkeepers  their  respective  duties 
and  stations. 

(3)  Immediately  upon  the  final  passage  of  any  bill  by  the  Sen- 
ate, he  shall  certify  that  the  same  has  been  duly  passed,  with  the 
date  thereof,  together  with  the  fact  whether  passed  as  a  majority, 
three-fifths  or  two-thirds  bill,  as  required  by  the  Constitution 
and  Laws  of  the  State,  and  deliver  said  bill  to  the  Clerk. 

Op  the  Temporary  Peesident  . 

3.  The  Temporary  President,  when  acting  as  President,  shall 
be  invested  with  all  the  powers  and  duties  conferred  by  these  rules 
upon  the  President. 

He  shall  appoint  all  committees  except  when  the  Senate  shall 
otherwise  order. 

Of  the  Clerk 

4.  (1)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  have  the  Journal 
of  each  day^s  proceedings  printed,  and  copies  thereof  placed  on  the 
files  of  the  President,  Senators  and  reporters  within  three  days 
after  approval  by  the  Senate. 

(2)  He  shall  also  furnish  each  Senator  daily  with  a  printed 
list  of  the  general  orders,  which  shall  be  kept  on  file  by  the  Super- 
intendent of  Documents,  in  the  same  manner  as  other  documents, 
and  he  shall  also  prepare  a  daily  calendar  of  all  bills,  engrossed 
or  printed,  for  a  final  reading,  and  place  and  keep  the  same,  to- 
gether with  printed  copies  of  such  bills,  on  the  desks  of  each  Sen- 
ator; he  shall  see  that  all  bills  shall  be  acted  upon  by  the  Senate 
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in  the  order  in  which  they  are  reported  and  stand  upon  the  cal- 
endar, unless  otherwise  ordered  by  two-thirds  of  the  Senate. 

(3)  He  shall  present  to  the  Governor,  and  enter  upon  the 
Journals,  such  bills  as  shall  have  originated  in  the  Senate  and 
been  passed  by  both  Houses.  He  shall,  subject  to  the  rules  of  the 
Senate,  transmit  to  the  Assembly  all  bills  or  concurrent  resolutions 
which  have  passed  the  Senate. 

(4)  He  shall  designate  the  persons  entitled  to  admission  to  the 
floor  as  reporters  for  the  public  press,  not  exceeding  thirty-five 
in  number,  and  may  revoke  any  such  designations,  but  no  person 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  the  floor  of  the  Senate  as  a 
legislative  reporter  of  a  newspaper  who  is  interested  in  pending 
or  contemplated  legislation,  or  who  is  employed  or  receives  com- 
pensation for  influencing  legislation. 

Of  the  Sergeant-at-Arms 

5.  The  Sergeant-at-Arms,  except  when  absent  in  the  discharge 
of  his  duties,  shall  be  in  constant  attendance  upon  the  sessions  of 
the  Senate,  and,  under  the  direction  of  the  President,  aid  in 
enforcing  order  on  the  floor  of  the  Senate,  in  the  lobbies,  and  in  the 
rooms  adjoining  the  Senate  Chamber,  and  also  see  that  no  per- 
son remains  on  the  floor  unless  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  the 
hame. 

Of  the  Rights  and  Duties  of  Senators 

6.  (1)  Immediately  after  the  announcement  of  committees, 
seats  shall  be  assigned  to  Senators  as  follows :  The  majority  shall 
occupy  the  seats  at  the  right  hand  of  the  President,  and  the  minor- 
ity at  the  left  hand  of  the  President  beginning  at  the  center  aisle. 
'I'he  Temporary  President  of  the  Senate  shall  occupy  the  middle 
scat  on  the  aisle,  and  the  minority  leader  the  middle  seat  opposite. 
Members  of  the  majority  who  cannot  be  seated  to  the  right  of  the 
center  aisle  shall  occupy  seats  on  the  last  row  to  the  left  of  the 
center  aisle  beginning  with  the  seat  on  the  aisle,  and  if  more  seats 
are  required  for  the  majority,  then  on  the  next  to  the  last  row  com- 
mencing at  the  seat  on  the  east  aisle.  The  chairman  of  Finance, 
Judiciary  and  Cities  shall  be  assigned  seats  on  the  center  aisle. 
Senators  who  occupied  seats  at  the  preceding  session  may  occupy 
the  same  seats  if  they  desire,  or  exchange  their  seats  to  any  seat 
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left  vacant  by  a  retiring  senator.  Senators  not  assigned  to  seats 
as  above  provided  shall  choose  seats  by  lot  as  drawn  by  the  Clerk 
in  the  presence  of  the  Senate. 

(2)  A  Senator  presenting  a  paper  shall  indorse  the  same;  if  a 
petition,  memorial,  or  repoii;  to  the  Legislature,  with  a  brief  state- 
ment of  the  subject  of  its  contents,  adding  his  name ;  if  a  notice  or 
resolution,  with  his  name ;  if  a  report  of  a  committee,  a  statement 
of  such  report,  with  the  name  of  the  committee  and  Senator  mak- 
ing the  same. 

(3)  Senators  shall  not  speak  to  each  other  or  otherwise  inter- 
rupt the  business  of  the  Senate,  or  read  any  newspaper  while  the 
Journals  or  public  papers  are  being  read ;  or  walk  out  of  or  across 
the  Chamber  when  the  President  is  putting  a  question,  or  when  a 
Senator  is  speaking  pass  between  him  and  the  chair. 

(4)  A  Senator  rising  to  debate  or  to  present  a  petition  or  other 
paper,  to  give  a  notice,  make  a  motion  or  report,  shall  address  the 
President  and  shall  not  proceed  further  until  recognized  by  the 
chair;  he  shall  speak  on  the  same  subject  but  twice  the  same  day 
without  leave  of  the  Senate;  and  where  two  or  more  Senators 
address  the  chair,  the  President  shall  name  the  Senator  who  is  first 
to  speak. 

(5)  Every  Senator  shall  b<3  present  within  the  Senate  Chamber 
during  the  sessions  of  the  Senate,  unless  duly  excused  or  neces- 
sarily prevented,  and  shall  vote  on  each  question  stated  from  the 
chair  unless  excused  by  the  Senate,  or  unless  he  has  a  direct  per- 
gonal or  pecuniary  interest  in  the  event  of  such  question.  If  any 
Senator  refuses  to  vote,  unless  he  be  excused  by  the  Senate,  or 
unless  he  be  interested,  such  refusal  shall  be  deemed  a  contempt. 

(6)  A  Senator  desiring  to  be  excused  from  voting  may,  when 
his  name  is  called,  make  a  brief  statement,  not  occupying  over  five 
minutes,  of  the  reasons  for  making  such  request,  and  the  question 
on  excusing  him  shall  then  be  taken  without  debate,  and  any  Sen- 
ator desiring  to  explain  his  vote  upon  a  bill,  may,  when  his  name 
is  called,  be  allowed  a  like  opportunity. 

(7)  In  case  a  less  number  than  a  quorum  of  the  Senate  shall 
convene,  those  present  are  authorized  to  send  the  Sergeant-at- 
Arms,  or  any  other  person,  for  the  absent  Senators. 

(8)  In  all  cases  of  absence  of  Senators  during  the  sessions  of 
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the  Senate  the  Senators  present  may  take  such  measures  as  they 
deem  necessary  to  secure  the  presence  of  the  absentees^  and  in  addi- 
tion to  suspension  for  a  given  period,  may  inflict  such  censure 
or  penalty  as  they  may  deem  just  on  those  who  shall  not  render 
sufficient  excuse  for  their  absence. 

7.  There  shall  be  the  following  standing  committees:

To  consist  of  thirteen  members:

To  consist  of  twelve  members  each: 

Affairs  of  cities. 

Public  service. 

Internal  affairs  of  towns  and  counties  and  public  highways. 

Codes. 
To  consist  of  eleven  members  each: 

Taxation  and  retrenchment. 

Insurance. 
To  consist  of  nine  members  each : 

Agriculture. 

Conservation. 

Public  education. 

Commerce  and  navigation. 

Banks. 

Civil  service. 
To  consist  of  eight  members  each : 

Public  health. 

Canals. 
To  consist  of  seven  members  each: 

Military  affairs. 

Penal  institutions: 

Revision. 

Affairs  of  villages. 

Labor  and  industry. 

Privileges  and  elections. 
To  consist  of  five  members  each: 

Printed  and  engrossed  bills. 

Public  printing. 

Rules. 
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The  Committee  on  Public  Service  shall  have  the  jurisdiction 
heretofore  exercised  by  the  Committee  on  Railroads,  the  Commit- 
tee on  Miscellaneous  Corporations,  and  over  legislation  affecting 
the  Public  Service  Commissions  Law. 

The  Temporary  President  and  the  Minority  Leader  shall  be 
ex-officio  members  of  the  Committees  on  Finance,  Judiciary, 
Affairs  of  Cities,  Public  Service,  Internal  Affairs  and  Public 
Education.  A  report  may  be  made  by  a  majority  of  any  com- 
mittee, or  by  six  members  of  any  committee  with  the  chairman 
voting  therefor  and  less  than  six  members  opposed. 

8.  The  Committee  on  Printed  and  Engrossed  Bills  shall  examine 
all  bills,  amendments  and  resolutions  which  are  required  to  be 
printed  or  engrossed,  before  they  go  out  of  the  possession  of  the 
Senate,  and  make  report  when  they  find  them  correctly  printed  or 
engrossed  before  they  are  read  the  third  time;  they  shall  al»)  com- 
pare such  amendments  as  may  be  made  in  the  Assembly  to  Senate 
bills,  and  that  are  concurred  in  by  the  Senate  after  they  shall 
have  been  reprinted  or  re-engrossed  in  the  Senate  for  the  purpose 
of  seeing  if  they  are  correctly  printed  or  engrossed.  No  bill 
shall  be  passed  unless  it  shall  have  been  printed  and  upon  the 
desk  of  each  Senator  in  its  final  form  at  least  three  calendar  legis- 
lative days  prior  to  its  final  passage,  unless  the  Governor  or 
acting  Governor  shall  have  certified  to  the  necessity  of  its 
immediate  passage,  under  his  hand  and  the  seal  of  the  State,  nor 
unless  the  Committee  on  Printed  and  Engrossed  Bills  shall  have 
reported  that  such  bill  is  correctly  printed  and  engrossed.  All 
bills  recalled  from  the  Governor  for  the  purpose  of  amendment,  if 
amended,  and  all  Senate  bills  amended  by  the  Assembly,  and 
returned  to  the  Senate  for  its  concurrence,  and  all  bills  amended  by 
the  report  of  a  conference  committee,  shall  be  subjected  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  rule  and  the  second  clause  of  Rule  4. 
.  9.  d?he  Committee  on  Revision  shall  examine  and  correct  bills 
referred  to  it,  for  the  purpose  of  avoiding  repetitions  and  ensur- 
ing accuracy  in  the  text  and  references.  It  shall  also  report 
whether  the  object  sought  to  be  accomplished  can  be  secured  with- 
out a  special  act  under  existing  laws,  or  by  enactment  of  a  gen- 
eral law. 

10.  Every  report  of  a  committee  made  otherwise  than  by  a 
majority  of  the  committee  present  at  the  time  the  report  is  made, 
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shall  give  the  names  of  the  members  of  the  committee  favoring 
such  report.  Every  report  of  a  committee  upon  a  bill  which  shall 
not  be  considered  at  the  time  of  making  the  same,  or  laid  on  the 
table  by  a  vote  of  the  Senate  shall  stand  upon  the  general  orders 
with  the  bill  and  be  entered  upon  the  Journal. 

Of  Generai.  Orders  and  Special  Orders 

11.  The  matters  referred  to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  Senate 
shall  constitute  the  general  orders,  and  the  business  of  the  general 
oiders  shall  be  taken  up  as  follows,  viz.:  When  the  chairman 
named  by  the  President  has  taken  the  chair,  the  Clerk  shall 
announce  the  title  of  each  bill,  with  the  printed  number,  or  other 
matter,  as  it  shall  be  reached  in  its  order,  when  it  may  be  taken 
up  on  the  motion  of  any  Senator  without  the  putting  of  any 
question  therefor,  and  be  considered  immediately,  and  so  on  until 
the  calendar  is  exhausted,  or  a  motion  is  carried  that  the  com- 
mittee arise.  Any  bill  not  so  moved  shall  lose  its  preference  for 
the  day. 

12.  Whenever  any  bill  or  other  matter  is  made  a  special  order 
for  a  particular  day,  and  it  shall  not  be  completed  on  that  day, 
it  shall,  unless  otherwise  ordered,  retain  its  place  on  the  calendar, 
as  a  special  order  in  the  order  of  business  in  which  it  was  con- 
sidered ;  and  when  a  special  order  is  under  -consideration,  it  shall 
take  precedence  of  any  special  order  for  a  subsequent  hour  of 
the  same  day;  but  such  subsequent  special  order  may  be  taken 
up  immediately  after  the  previous  special  order  has  been  dis- 
posed of. 

Of  the  Committee  of  the  W^hole 

13.  The  rules  of  the  Senate  shall  be  observed  in  the  Committee 
of  the  Whole,  so  far  as  they  may  be  applicable,  except  limiting 
the  number  of  times  of  speaking,  and  except  that  the  ayes  and 
noes  shall  not  be  taken.  Such  committee  may  strike  out  the 
enacting  clause  of  a  bill  and  report  that  fact  to  the  Senate;  and 
if  the  report  be  agreed  to  by  the  Senate,  it  shall  be  deemed  a 
rejection  of  the  bill.  But  whenever  the  committee  is  engaged  in 
the  investigation  of  any  charges  against  any  of  its  members  the 
rules  of  the  Senate  shall  apply. 
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14.  Bills  committed  to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  Senate 
shall,  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  be  read  through  by  sections. 
The  report  shall  state  whether  or  not  said  bill  has  been  amended 
in  Committee  of  the  Whole.  After  the  report  the  bill  shall  be 
subject  to  debate  and  amendment  before  the  question  to  agree 
with  the  report  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  is  submitted  to 
the  Senate ;  but  such  amendments  only  shall  be  in  order  as  were 
offered  and  decided  in  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  Senate,  except 
by  unanimous  consent. 

15.  A  motion  that  the  committee  rise  and  report  progress  on 
any  bill  shall  always  be  in  order,  and  shall  be  decided  without 
debate. 

Of  Bills 

16.  Every  bill  shall  be  introduced  by  a  Senator  or  on  the  report 
of  a  committee,  or  by  message  from  the  Assembly,  and  after  its 
first  and  second  reading,  shall  be  referred  to  a  standing  or 
select  com.mittee,  to  consider  and  report  thereon.  When  a  bill  is 
received  as  a  message  from  the  Assembly,  and  a  Senate  bill,  identi- 
cal therewith,  is  on  the  order  of  third  reading  in  the  Senate,  or  in 
the  Committee  of  the  Whole,  the  Assembly  bill  may  be  substituted 
for  the  Senate  bill  upon  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  Senate.  A 
motion  for  such  substitution  shall  be  in  order  under  the  order  of 
business  of  messages  from  the  Assembly,  motions  and  resolutions, 
or  the  order  of  business  in  which  the  Senate  bill  is.  No  private 
bill  shall  be  introduced  by  a  Senator,  or  on  a  report  of  a  com- 
mittee, unless  accompanied  by  a  memorial  or  petition  signed  and 
verified  by  the  party  or  parties  praying  for  the  passage  of  the 
same,  except  by  order  of  the  Senate. 

Bills  introduced  by  Senators  shall  be  deposited  at  any  time  in 
a  box  to  be  known  as  the  bill  box,  which  shall  be  under  the  imme- 
diate charge  of  the  Clerk,  and  which  shall  be  kept  securely  locked 
until  all  bills  so  deposited  are  removed  by  him,  or  by  the  deputy 
clerk  authorized  by  him.  Bills  so  deposited  shall  be  given  to  the 
President  of  the  Senate  at  his  convenience  before  or  at  the  opening 
of  the  session.  They  shall  have  their  first  and  second  reading  in 
the  order  of  business  immediately  after  the  presentation  of  peti- 
tions and  be  referred  by  the  President  of  the  Senate  to  the  appro- 
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priate  committees  with  the  consent  of  the  Senate.  The  box  shall 
be  opened  at  any  time  during  the  session  and  the  bills  therein 
given  to  the  President  of  the  Senate  on  request  of  the  Temporary 
President,  when  they  shall  have  their  first  and  second  reading  at 
any  time  prior  to  adjournment  and  be  so  referred.  Bills  may  by 
unanimous  consent  be  introduced  from  the  floor  of  the  Senate. 

Every  bill  introduced  by  a  Senator  shall  be  in  duplicate  and 
shall  have  indorsed  thereon  a  statement  of  its  title,  with  his  name. 

The  titles  of  all  bills  proposing  amendments  to  the  Greater 
New  York  Charter,  or  the  Penal  Code,  the  Code  of  Criminal 
Procedure,  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  the  Revised  Statutes, 
the  Consolidated  Laws,  or  to  any  existing  laws  having  a  short 
title,  when  introduced,  must  quote  the  descriptive  name  of  the 
Code  or  the  short  title  of  the  Consolidated  Laws,  or  Revised 
Statutes,  or  law  to  be  amended,  with  some  brief  reference  to  the 
subject-matter  of  the  proposed  amendment,  and  the  Clerk  of  the 
Senate  is  hereby  directed  to  return  any  bill  to  the  Senator  intro- 
ducing the  same,  when  this  rule  has  not  been  complied  with. 

A  bill  providing  for  an  appropriation  or  creating  or  increasing 
a  charge  upon  the  State  Treasury  shall,  when  reported  by  any 
committee  other  than  the  Finance  Committee,  be  referred  to  the 
Finance  Committee  to  consider  and  report  thereon  and  the  com- 
mittee reporting  such  bill  shall,  at  the  time  of  making  such  report, 
recommend  the  further  reference  thereof  to  the  Finance  Copoi- 
mittee. 

At  the  request  of  the  Temporary  President,  or  of  the  Chairman 
of  Finance,  a  bill  creating  or  increasing  a  charge  upon  the  State 
Treasury  reported  by  any  committee  other  than  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee, shall,  at  any  time  before  final  reading,  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Finance  which  may  consider  and  report  upon  any 
features  in  the  bill  creating  or  increiasing  such  a  charge. 

17.  When  a  bill  shall  be  reported  by  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole,  and  not  otherwise  disposed  of,  the  question  shall  be, 
"  Shall  the  report  be  agreed  to  ?  "  Upon  such  question  the  merits 
of  the  bill  may  be  debated,  and  a  motion  to  commit,  or  recommit, 
or  to  amend,  as  provided  in  the  fourteenth  rule,  or  lay  on  the  table, 
or  to  postpone  to  a  future  day,  shall  be  in  order.     And  when  the 
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report  of  such  committee,  if  favorable,  shall  be  agreed  to  and  the 
bill  not  otherwise  disposed  of,  the  bill  shall  be  ordered  printed 
and  engrossed  for  a  third  reading.  Should  the  report  be  not 
agreed  to,  the  bill  shall  then  lie  upon  the  table  and  be  subject  to 
any  further  action  of  the  Senate  and  may  be  called  up  at  any 
time  in  the  order  of  Eeports  of  Committees  or  Motions  and 
Kesolutions. 

18.  Every  bill  shall  receive  three  readings  previous  to  its  being 
passed,  and  the  President  shall  give  notice  at  each,  whether  it  be 
the  first,  second  or  third,  and  shall  only  be  read  by  sections  in  the 
Committee  of  the  Whole,  except  when  the  bill  shall  not  have  been 
printed  and  upon  the  desks  of  members  for  three  days,  when  it 
may  be  so  read.  No  bill  shall  be  amended  or  committed  until  it 
shall  have  been  read  twice,  and  no  bill  shall  be  read  a  third  time 
out  of  its  regular  order,  unless  on  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the 
Senators  present  voting.  All  resolutions  which  propose  any 
amendment  of  the  Constitution,  or  ratify  any  proposed  amend- 
ment to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  treated  in 
the  form  of  proceedings  on  them,  in  a  similar  manner  with  bills. 

No  bills  shall  be  ordered  to  a  third  reading  without  having  been 
acted  upon  in,  and  reported  from  the  Committee  of  the  Whole 
and  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  shall  not  be  discharged  except 
after  suspension  of  this  rule. 

The  Calendar  of  bills  on  the  order  of  third  reading  shall  con- 
sist of  all  bills  which  have  been  ordered  to  a  third  reading  by  vote 
of  the  Senate,  and,  as  well,  all  Assembly  bills  which,  having 
passed  the  Senate,  have  been  subsequently  reconsidered  upon  recall 
from  the  Governor  and  thereupon  amended  by  the  Assembly. 

19.  After  a  bill  or  resolution  to  amend  the  Constitution  shall 
be  ordered  to  a  third  reading,  no  motion  to  amend  the  same  shall 
be  in  order  without  unanimous  consent;  but  any  such  bill  or 
resolution  may  be  committed  prior  to  the  final  reading  thereof" 

20.  When  any  bill  requiring  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of 
the  Senators  is  under  consideration,  such  concurrence  shall  not  be 
requisite  except  on  the  question  of  its  final  passage. 

21.  The  question  on  the  final  passage  of  every  bill  shall  be 
taken  by  ayes  and  noes,  which  shall  be  entered  on  the  Journal, 
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and  unless  the  bill  receives  the  number  of  votes  required  by  the 
Constitution  to  pass  it,  it  shall  be  declared  lost,  except  in  cases 
provided  for  by  the  twenty-fourth  rule,  and  such  question  shall 
be  taken  immediately  after  the  third  leading  and  without  debate. 

22.  Every  bill  immediately  upon  its  introduction  shall  be 
printed  and  placed  on  the  files  of  the  Senators.  It  shall  retain 
its  original  printed  number  when  reprinted,  together  with  its 
new  number  thereafter  during  all  stages  of  its  progress.  All  bills 
reported  favorably  or  for  consideration,  if  reported  with  amend- 
ments, shall  be  immediately  reprinted. 

Every  bill  when  introduced,  and  every  amendment  thereafter 
made  to  such  bill  amending  existing  law,  must  have  all  new  mat- 
ter underscored,  and  all  matter  eliminated  by  amendment  from 
existing  law  must  appear  in  its  proper  place  inclosed  in  brackets. 
In  the  printed  bill  such  new  matter  shall  be  italicized  and  all 
matter  eliminated  from  existing  law  shall  be  inclosed  in  black- 
faced  brackets.  Where  a  printed  bill  is  amended  by  eliminating 
new  matter  from  such  bill,  the  same  shall  be  omitted  in  the  re- 
print of  the  original. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  direct  the  Clerk  to 
cause  any  bill  appearing  on  the  calendar  and  not  complying  with 
this  rule  to  be  immediately  amended  and  reprinted  so  as  to  comply 
with  the  same. 

There  shall  be  printed  for  the  use  of  the  Senate  as  authorized 
by  section  seven  of  the  State  Printing  Law,  three  hundred  addi- 
tional copies  of  such  general  Senate  bills  as  may  be  designated  by 
the  Clerk  of  the  Senate. 

23.  The  vote  on  the  final  passage  of  any  bill  appropriating 
moneys  or  property,  or  creating,  continuing,  altering  or  removing 
any  body  politic  or  corporate,  shall  not  be  reconsidered  whenever 
any  such  bill  shall  be  lost,  unless  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  all  the 
Senators  elected,  but  all  other  bills,  when  the  same  shall  have 
been  lost,  may  be  reconsidered  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  all  the 
Senators  present  and  voting. 

24.  If,  on  taking  the  final  question  on  a  bill,  it  shall  appear 
that  a  constitutional  quorum  is  not  present,  or  if  the  bill  requires

a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  Senators  elected  to  pass  it,  and  it 
appears  that  such  number  is  not  present,  the  bill  shall  retain  its 
place  on  the  calendar  and  be  again  taken  up  in  its  regular  order. 

On  Motions  and  Theib  Precedence 

25.  When  a  question  is  before  the  Senate,  only  the  following 
motions  shall  be  received,  and  such  motions  shall  have  precedence 
in  the  order  here  stated,  viz. : 

1.  For  an  adjournment. 

2.  For  a  call  of  the  Senate. 

3.  To  lay  on  the  table. 

4.  To  postpone  to  a  certain  day. 

5.  To  commit  to  a  standing  committee. 

6.  To  commit  to  a  select  committee. 

7.  To  commit  to  the  committee  of  the  whole. 

8.  To  amend. 

9.  To  postpone  indefinitely. 

The  motion  to  adjourn,  or  for  a  call  of  tho.  Senate,  or  to  lay  on 
the  table,  shall  be  decided  without  debate,  and  shall  always  be  in 
order  except  as  provided  in  Rules  1,  32  and  47. 

The  motion  to  discharge  a  standing  committee  from  considera- 
tion of  a  bill,  resolution  or  question  and  the  motion  to  suspend 
the  rules  shall  only  be  made  in  the  order  of  business  of  motions 
and  resolutions. 

26.  All  motions  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if  desired  by  the 
President  or  any  Senator,  delivered  to  the  Clerk,  and  read  before 
the  same  shall  be  debated ;  any  motion  may  be  withdrawn  at  any 
time  before  decision  or  amendment. 

27.  If  the  question  in  debate  contains  several  points,  a  Senator 
may  have  the  same  divided,  provided  the  division  called  for 
embodies  a  distinct  principle  or  statement  of  fact. 

28.  A  motion  to  postpone  to  a  future  day,  commit  or  refer, 
until  it  is  decided,  shall  preclude  all  debate  of  the  main  question. 

29.  When  a  blank  is  to  be  filled,  and  different  sums  or  time 
shall  be  proposed,  the  question  shall  be  first  taken  on  the  highest 
sum  and  the  longest  time. 
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30.  When  a  question  has  once  been  put  and  decided,  it  shall 
be  in  order  for  any  Senator  to  move  for  the  reconsideration 
thereof;  but  no  motion  for  the  reconsideration  of  any  vote  shall 
be  in  order  after  the  bill,  resolution,  message,  report,  amendment, 
nomination  or  motion,  upon  which  the  vote  was  taken,  shall  have 
gone  out  of  the  possession  of  the  Senate ;  nor  shall  any  motion  for 
reconsideration  be  in  order  unless  made  on  the  same  day  on  which 
the  vote  was  taken,  or  within  the  next  three  days  of  the  actual 
session  of  the  Senate  thereafter.  Nor  shall  any  question  be  recon- 
sidered more  than  once.  But  when  a  bill  or  resolution  shall  have 
been  recalled  from  the  Governor  or  from  the  Assemblv,  a  motion 
for  reconsideration  may  be  made  at  any  time  thereafter  while  the 
same  is  in  the  possession  of  the  Senate,  and  all  resolutions  recall- 
ing a  bill  or  resolution  from  the  Governor  or  Assembly  shall  be 
regarded  as  privileged.  No  vote  shall  be  reconsidered  upon  either 
of  the  following  motions : 

To  adjourn. 

To  lay  on  the  table. 

31.  All  resolutions  except  those  recalling  bills  from  or  return- 
ing bills  to  the  Governor  or  the  Assembly,  and  those  relating  to 
adjournment,  shall  be  referred  to  a  standing  or  select  committee 
to  consider  and  i-eport  thereon. 

On  Closing  Debate 

32.  When  any  bill,  resolution  or  motion  shall  have  been  under 
consideration  for  two  hours  it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  Senator  to 
move  to  close  debate,  and  the  President  shall  recognize  the  Senator 
who  wishes  to  make  such  motion.  Such  motion  shall  not  be 
amendable  or  debatable  and  shall  be  immediately  put,  and  if  it 
shall  receive  the  affirmative  votes  of  a  majority  of  the  Senators 
present,  the  pending  measure  shall  take  precedence  over  all  other 
business.  The  vote  shall  thereupon  be  taken  upon  such  bill, 
motion  or  resolution,  with  such  amendments  as  may  be  pending 
at  the  time  of  such  motion  according  to  the  rules  of  the  Senate, 
but  without  further  debate,  except  that  any  Senator  who  may 
desire  so  to  do  shall  be  permitted  to  speak  thereon  not  more  than 
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once  and  not  exceeding  five  minutes ;  upon  the  roll  call  any  Sen- 
ator may  speak  not  to  exceed  five  minutes  in  explanation  of  his 
vote.  After  such  motion  to  close  debate  has  been  made  by  any 
Senator  no  other  motion  shall  be  in  order  until  such  motion  has 
been  voted  upon  by  the  Senate.  After  the  Senate  shall  have 
adopted  the  motion  to  close  debate,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  no 
motion  shall  be  in  order  but  one  motion  to  adjourn  or  for  a  call 
of  the  Senate  by  the  Temporary  President,  and  a  motion  to  com- 
mit. Should  said  motion  to  adjourn  be  carried,  the  measure 
under  consideration  shall  be  the  pending  question  when  the  Senate 
shall  again  convene,  and  shall  be  taken  up  at  the  point  where  it 
was  at  the  time  of  such  adjournment.  The  motion  to  close  debate 
may  be  ordered  upon  a  single  motion,  a  series  of  motions  allowable 
under  the  rules,  or  an  amendment  or  amendments,  or  may  be  made 
to  embrace  all  authorized  motions  or  amendments  and  include  the 
bill,  resolution  or  motion  to  its  passage  or  rejection.  All  inciden- 
tal questions  of  order,  or  motions  pending  at  the  time  such  motion 
is  made  to  close  debate,  whether  the  same  be  on  appeal  or  other- 
wise, shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

33.  If  at  any  time  during  the  session  of  the  Senate  a  question 
shall  be  raised  by  any  Senator  as  to  the  presence  of  a  quorum, 
the  presiding  officer  shall  forthwith  direct  the  Clerk  to  call  the 
roll,  and  shall  announce  the  result,  and  such  proceedings  shall  be 
without  debate;  but  no  Senator  while  speaking  shall  be  inter- 
rupted by  any  other  Senator  raising  the  question  of  a  lack  of  a 
quorum,  and  the  question  as  to  the  presence  of  a  quorum  shall 
not  be  raised  oftener  than  once  in  every  hour  unless  the  lack  of  a 
quorum  shall  be  disclosed  upon  a  roll  call  of  the  ayes  and  noes. 
Whenever  upon  a  roll  call  any  Senator  who  is  upon  the  floor  of 
the  Senate  chamber  refuses  to  make  response  when  his  name  is 
called,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  presiding  officer,  either  upon  his 
own  motion  or  upon  the  suggestion  of  any  Senator,  to  request  the 
Senator  so  remaining  silent  to  respond  to  his  name,  and  if  such 
Senator  fails  to  do  so,  the  fact  of  such  request  and  refusal  shall 
be  entered  in  the  Journal,  and  such  Senator  shall  be  counted  as 
present  for  the  purpose  of  constituting  a  quorum. 
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Of  Questions  of  Ohdeb 

34.  All  questions  relating  to  the  priority  of  business  shall  be 
decided  without  debate. 

35.  When  the  reading  of  a  paper  is  called  for,  except  petitions, 
and  the  same  is  objected  to  by  any  Senator,  it  shall  be  determined 
by  a  vote  of  the  Senate,  without  debate. 

36.  When  a  Senator  shall  be  called  to  order,  he  shall  take  his 
seat  until  the  President  shall  have  determined  whether  he  is  in 
order  or  not ;  and  if  decided  to  be  out  of  order,  he  shall  not  pro- 
ceed without  the  permission  of  the  Senate ;  and  every  question  of 
order  shall  be  decided  by  the  President,  subject  to  an  appeal  to 
the  Senate  by  any  Senator.  No  second  appeal  shall  be  determined 
until  the  original  appeal  shall  be  decided;  and  if  a  Senator  shall 
be  called  to  order  for  words  spoken,  the  words  excepted  to  shall  be 
immediately  taken  down  in  writing. 

37.  Upon  a  division  in  the  Senate,  the  names  of  those  who  voted 
for  or  against  a  question  shall  be  entered  alphabetically  on  the 
Journal,  if  any  Senator  requires  it,  except  on  motion  to  excuse  a 
Senator  from  voting,  which  shall  be  decided  by  count;  and  each 
Senator  called  upon,  unless  for  special  reasons  he  be  excused  by 
the  Senate,  shall  declare  openly  and  without  debate  his  assent  or 
dissent  to  the  question. 

Of  Executive  Session 

38.  The  Senate  shall  go  into  consideration  of  executive  business 
at  such  times  as  may  be  ordered  by  a  vote  of  the  majority  of  the 
Senators  present.  On  motion  to  close  the  doors  of  the  Senate,  on 
the  discussion  of  business  which  in  the  opinion  of  any  Senator 
may  require  secrecy,  and  during  the  consideration  of  all  business 
in  executive  session,  the  President  shall  direct  all  persons,  except 
the  Senators  and  Clerk  of  the  Senate,  his  messenger,  the  Journal 
Clerk  and  Sergeant-at-Arms  of  the  Senate  to  withdraw;  and  dur- 
ing the  discussion  of  said  motion  the  doors  shall  remain  shut ;  and 
every  Senator  and  officer  of  the  Senate  shall  keep  secret  all  such 
matters,  proceedings  and  things  which  shall  transpire  while  the 
doors  remain  closed. 

39.  The  proceedings  of  the  Senate  upon  executive  business  shall 
be  kept  in  a  Journal  separate  from  its  proceedings  upon  legislative 
business. 
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40.  All  nominations  sent  by  the  Governor  for  the  appointment 
of  any  officer  (except  notaries  public)  shall  be  referred,  unless  the 
Senate  otherwise  orders,  to  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Senate. 
A  nomination  shall  not  be  confirmed  without  reference  on  the  day 
on  which  it  is  received  except  by  unanimous  consent.  Nomina- 
tions of  persons  for  the  office  of  notary  public  shall  be  referred  to 
the  Senator  from  the  district  in  which  the  nominee  resides,  except 
that  when  the  nominee  resides  in  the  city  and  county  of  New 
York,  the  reference  shall  be  to  the  Senators  from  that  city  and 
county ;  and  when  the  nominee  resides  in  the  county  of  Kings,  the 
reference  shall  be  to  the  Senators  from  that  county. 

Miscellaneous  Provisions 

41.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  of  Documents 
and  his  assistants  to  have  the  documents  and  bills  promptly  placed 
on  the  files  of  the  President  and  Senators  in  the  order  of  their 
numbers,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  postmaster  to  see  that  the 
mails  are  punctually  delivered. 

42.  The  Senate  post-office  and  document  rooms  shall  be  opened 
every  morning  during  the  session  of  the  Legislature  at  8.30  o'clock 
and  remain  open  until  5.30  f.  m.,  and  shall  also  be  open  during  all 
the  hours  the  Senate  is  in  session,  except  that  on  Sundays  the  post- 
office  shall  be  open  from  12  noon  to  1  o'clock  p.  m. 

43.  A  rule  of  the  Senate  shall  not  be  altered,  suspended  or 
rescinded  or  a  standing  committee  discharged  without  a  vote  of 
a  majority  of  all  the  Senators  elected;  and  a  motion  to  suspend, 
alter  or  rescind  any  such  rule,  or  any  joint  rule  of  the  two  Houses, 
shall  not  be  in  order,  without  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  Sen- 
ate, unless  one  day's  previous  notice  thereof  in  writing  shall  be 
given,  specifying  the  purpose  of  the  proposed  suspension,  altera- 
tion or  rescission,  such  notice  to  be  given  in  the  order  of  business 
of  reports  of  standing  committees;  provided  that  nothing  in  this 
rule  shall  limit  the  provisions  of  the  first  and  thirty-second  rules. 

44.  Whenever  a  claim  is  referred  to  a  committee,  and  the  com- 
mittee reports  that  the  claim  ought  not  to  be  allowed,  and  the 
report  is  adopted  by  the  Senate,  it  shall  not  be  in  order  to  move 
to  take  the  papers  from  the  files  for  the  purpose  of  referring  them 
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TO  a  subsequent  session,  unless  the  claimant  shall  present  a 
memorial  for  that  purpose,  stating  in  what  manner  the  committee 
have  erred  in  their  report,  or  that  new  evidence  had  been  dis- 
covered since  the  report,  and  setting  forth  the  same  in  the 
memorial. 

45.  All  resolutions  calling  for  the  expenditure  of  moneys  must 
be  decided  by  a  majority  vote  of  all  the  members  elected  to  the 
Senate,  upon  a  call  of  the  roll. 

46.  For  the  purpose  of  securing  the  attendance  of  Senators,  a 
call  of  the  Senate  may  be  ordered  at  any  time,  but  such  call  shall 
not  be  in  order  after  the  voting  on  any  question  has  begun,  nor 
after  the  third  reading  of  a  bill  has  been  completed,  nor  after  the 
motion  to  close  debate  has  been  ordered  pursuant  to  Rule  32,  un- 
less it  shall  appear  upon  an  actual  count  by  the  President  that 
a  quorum  is  not  presem. 

47.  Persons  not  members  of  the  Senate,  or  officers  or  employees 
thereof,  shall  be  admitted  to  the  floor  of  the  Senate  only  as  fol- 
lows: 

1.  The  Governor,  his  secretary  and  messenger. 

2.  The  members  and  Clerk  of  the  Assembly,  and  clerks  and 
messengers  of  the  Assembly  in  the  exercise  of  an  official  duty 
directly  connected  with  the  business  of  the  Senate. 

3.  The  elected  State  officers,  heads  of  departments  and  their 
deputies. 

4.  Reporters  of  the  Senate  and  of  the  Assembly  designated 
under  the  rules,  unless  a  designation  theretofore  given  them  has 
been  revoked. 

5.  Ladies,  and  members  of  a  Senator's  family  or  of  the  family 
of  the  President  of  the  Senate,  on  the  card  of  a  Senator,  or  of  the 
President  of  the  Senate. 

6.  Former  members  of  the  Senate. 

7.  Any  person  not  hereinbefore  named  may  be  admitted  to  the 
parlor  of  the  Senate. 

8.  During  the  sessions  of  the  Senate,  no  person  other  than  a 
Senator  shall  occupy  the  chair  of  a  Senator. 

48.  An  officer  or  employee  of  the  Senate  shall  not  solicit  sub- 
scriptions, for  any  purpose,  from  any  other  officer  or  employee 
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thereof,  nor  from  anjr  Senator.  Nor  shall  any  person  be  per- 
mitted to  solicit  or  receive  subscriptions  or  contributions  for  any 
purpose  on  the  floor,  or  in  the  lobby  of  the  Senate.

The  President  put  the  question  whether  the  Senate  would  agree 
to  said  resolution,  and  it  was  decided  in  the  aifirraative. 

Ordered,  That  the  Clerk  return  said  resolution  to  the  Assembly, 
with  a  message  that  the  Senate  has  concurred  in  the  passage  of 
the  same. 

Mr.  Gibbs  introduced  a  bill  (Int.  No.  1)  entitled  "An  act  to 
amend  the  Judiciary  Law,  in  relation  to  the  designation  of  a 
daily  law  journal  by  justices  of  the  Supreme  Court  elected  in 
the  eighth  judicial  district,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and 
by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred 
to  the  committee  on  the  judiciary. 

Mr.  Kavanaugh  introduced  a  bill  (Int.  No.  2)  entitled  "An  act 
to  provide  for  the  construction  of  a  bridge  over  the  unimproved 
Champlain  canal  at  Broad  street,  Waterford,   and  making  an

filling  vacancies  in  the  commission  and  time  for  report,"  which 
was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read 
the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  finance. 

Mr.  Baumes  introduced  a  bill  (Int.  No.  14)  entitled  "An  act 
to  amend  chapter  five  hundred  and  seventy-two  of  the  Laws  of 
nineteen  hundred  and  two,  entitled  'An  act  to  revise  and  amend 
an  act  to  incorporate  the  city  of  Middletown  and  the  acts  amend- 
atory thereof,'  in  relation  to  the  sum  which  can  be  raised  annually 
for  carrying  on  the  ordinary  aifairs  and  general  expenses  of  the 
city,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent 
was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on 
aifairs  of  cities. 

Also,  a  bill  (Int.  No.  15)  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  chapter 
eig;hty-three  of  the  Laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  one,  entitled  'An 
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act  to  provide  for  the  improvement  of  the  public  highways  in  the 
county  of  Orange/  in  relation  to  the  amount  of  and  rate  of  interest 
on  bonds  to  be  issued  under  such  act/'  which  was  read  the  first 
time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time, 
and  referred  to  the  committee  on  internal  affairs  of  towns,  counties 
and  public  highways. 

Mr.  Boy  Ian  introduced  a  bill  (Int.  l!fo.  16)  entitled  "An  act 
to  amend  chapter  two  hundred  and  thirty-eight  of  the  Laws  of 
nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen,  entitled  *An  act  creating  the 
hospital  development  commission,  defining  its  powers  and  duties, 
authorizing  contracts  for  new  buildings  in  connection  with  the 
TTtica  State  Hospital  and  the  Middletown  State  Hospital,  and 
making  appropriations  for  such  purpose  and  for  the  expense  of  the 
hospital  development  commission,'  in  relation  to  the  appointment 
of  additional  members  of  the  commission,"  which  was  read  the 
first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Boylan,  and  by  unanimous  consent,  the  rules 
were  suspended,  and  said  bill  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

AJso,  a  bill  (Int.  No.  17)  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  the  Penal 
Law,  in  relation  to  abolishing  capital  punishment,"  which  was  read 
the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second 
time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  codes. 

Mr.  Karle  introduced  a  bill  (Int.  No.  18)  entitled  "An  act  to 
amend  the  Greater  New  York  charter,  in  relation  to  the  powers 
of  the  commissioner  of  water  supply,  gas  and  electricity  for  the 
supervision  and  control  of  private  water  companies,  and  for  the 
acquisition  of  their  property,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and 
by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred 
to  the  committee  on  affairs  of  cities. 

Mr.  Eobinson  offered  a  resolution,  in  the  words  following: 

Whereas,  The  administration  of  affairs  of  the  city  of  New 
York  is  apparently  demoralized  on  account  of  inefficiency,  incom- 
petency or  corruption  and  has  broken  down  in  several  branches, 
including  the  district  attorney's  offi^ce  in  the  county  of  New  York 
and  the  police  department  of  the  city,  and  has  failed  to  make  the 
provision  required  by  law  for  the  maintenance  of  its  public 
schools,  and 

Whereas,  Public  opinion  in  the  city  requires  relief  from  the 
Legislature  for  the  correction  of  existing  conditions ;  now,  there- 
fore, be  it 
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Eesolved  (if  the  Aseembly  conour).  That  a  joint  l^islative 
committee  is  hereby  confitituted,  to  consist  of  six  Senators,  to  be 
appointed  by  the  President  of  the  Senate,  and  six  members  of 
the  Assembly,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker  of  the  Assembly, 
with  full  authority  to  investigate  all  and  singular  aforesaid  mat- 
ters and  charges,  and  to  investigate  all  city,  county  and  borough 
offices,  departments  and  bureaus,  and  that  said  committee  have 
full  power  to  prosecute  its  inquiries  in  any  and  every  direction 
in  its  judgment  necessary  and  proper,  to  enable  it  to  obtain  the 
information  required  by  this  resolution  and  to  report  to  the  Legis- 
lature and  to  the  Governor  with  such  recommendations  as  in  its 
judgment  the  public  interests  require ;  prepare  the  needed  legisla- 
tion to  suppress  such  evils  and  to  carry  its  recommendations  into 
effect. 

Resolved,  That  such  committee  is  hereby  authorized  to  sit 
in  the  city  of  New  York,  or  elsewhere  within  the  State,  to  choose 
a  chairman  from  among  its  own  members,  to  employ  a  secretary, 
counsel  and  such  other  members  as  may  be  needed,  to  take  testi- 
mony, subpoena  witnesses  and  compel  the  production  of  books, 
documents  and  papers,  and  otherwise  have  all  the  powers  of  a 
legislative  committee. 

Resolved,  That  such  committee,  on  or  before  March  31,  1921, 
report  the  results  of  its  investigation  to  the  Legislature,  together 
with  such  proposed  legislation  as  it  deems  advisable  to  carry  its 
recommendations  into  effect. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  the  Legislature  that  it  is  con- 
trary to  public  policy  and  to  the  interests  of  good  order  that  the 
testimony  of  any  person  received  by  sudh  committee  should  be 
made  the  basis  of  indictment  or  prosecution  of  any  person  giving 
the  same. 

Resolved,  That  the  expenses  of  such  committee,  not  exceeding 
fifty  thousand  dollars,  be  payable  from  the  contingent  fund  of 
the  Legislature  upon  the  certificate  of  the  chairman  of  such 
committee. 

Ordered,  That  said  resolution  be  referred  to  the  committee  on 
finance. 

Mr.  Mever  offered  a  resolution,  in  the  words  following: 

Whereas,  It  has  been  alleged  on  responsible  authority  that  the 
revenue  of  the  city  of  Xew  York  is  insufficient  to  meet  the  require- 
ments of  the  schools  and  other  mimieipal  departments  and  that 
the  whole  financial  status  of  the  city  is  in  a  perilous  condition; 
arid 

Whereas,  It  has  also  been  alleged  on  responsible  authority  that 
such  financial  condition  of  the  city  is  due  at  least  in  part  to 
inefficiency,  waste  and  possible  corruption  in  the  various  depart- 
ments of  the  city  government ;  and 
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Whereas,  It  has  been  alleged  on  responsible  authority  that  the 
very  serious  crime  wave  existing  for  some  time  past  in  the  said 
city  is  due  to  grave  abuses,  ineflSciency  and  corruption  in  the 
police  department  and  the  district  attorney's  office  of  the  county 
of  New  York ;  and 

Whereas,  It  has  also  been  allied  by  competent  authority  that 
the  financial  problems  of  the  said  city  and  the  inefficiency  and 
waste  in  the  administration  and  its  government  is  due  in  part  to 
duplications  and  defects  in  the  structure  of  said  government  as 
prescribed  by  the  Greater  New  York  charter  and  other  statutes; 
and 

Whereas,  A  strong  public  sentiment  demands  of  the  Legislature 
an  investigation  of  all  the  matters  above  mentioned  for  the  pur- 
pose of  remedying  and  preventing  a  continuance  and  repetition 
of  such  abuses  and  defects  by  proper  legislation;  now,  therefore, 
be  it 

Eesolved  (if  the  Assembly  concur),  That  a  joint  legislative 
committee  is  hereby  constituted,  to  consist  of  four  senators,  to 
be  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  Senate,  and  five  members 
of  the  Assembly,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker  of  the  Assem- 
bly, with  power  bjoA  authority  to  investigate  the  general  financial 
conditions  of  the  city  of  New  York,  and  to  inquire  and  examine 
into  all  and  singular  the  aforesaid  matters  and  allegations  and  to 
prosecute  its  inquiries  in  any  and  every  direction  in  its  judg- 
ment necessary  and  proper  to  enable  it  to  obtain  and  report  the 
information  required  by  this  resolution;  further 

Resolved,  That  such  committee  be  hereby  authorized  to  sit  in 
the  city  of  New  York  or  elsewhere  within  the  State  and  conduct 
the  investigation  herein  described  during  the  session  of  the  Legis- 
lature and  during  its  recess  or  after  its  adjournment  with  the 
same  power  and  authority  it  would  have  were  the  Legislature  in 
session,  to  choose  a  chairman  from  among  its  own  members,  to 
employ  a  secretary,  counsel,  accountants  and  such  other  assistants 
as  may  be  needed,  to  take  testimony,  subpoena  witnesses  and  com- 
pel the  production  of  books,  documents  and  papers  and  otherwise 
to  have  all  the  powers  of  a  legislative  committee ;  further 

Resolved,  That  the  committee,  when  in  its  judgment  the  public 
interest  demands  it,  may  grant  immunity  from  prosecution  to 
any  person  giving  eVid^ce  before  it  which  might  tend  to  in- 
criminate such  person ;  further 

Resolved,  That  such  committee  report  with;  all  convenient  speed, 
but  not  later  than  February  1,  1922,  the  results  of  its  investiga- 
tion to  the  Legislature,  together  with  such  proposed  legislative 
measures  as  it  deems  advisable  to  carry  its  recommendations  into 
effect;  further 
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Resolved,  That  the  exponse  of  such  coimnittee,  not  exceeding 
(f 50,000,  be  payable  from  the  contingent  fund  of  the  Legislature 
upon  the  ceititicates  of  the  chairman  of  such  committee. 

Ordered,  That  such  resolution  be  referred  to  the  committee  on 
finance. 

Mr.  Lockwood  offered  a  resolution,  in  the  words  following: 

Whereas,  A  joint  legislative  committee  was  heretofore  con- 
stituted pursuant  to  resolutions  duly  adopted  April  18,  1919, 
and  April  24,  1920,  whereby  such  committee  was  duly  authorized, 
among  other  things,  to  investigate,  ascertain  and  report  on  all 
housing  conditions  and  causes  for  the  lack  of  construction  of  new 
houses,  flats  and  apartments  for  occupancy  and  renting  in  cities, 
and  especially  in  the  city  of  New  York;  and 

Whereas,  Said  committee  presented  a  preliminary  report  to  a 
special  session  of  the  Legislature  held  on  September,  1920,  from 
which  it  appears  that  its  investigations  were  then  still  unfinished, 
that  the  same  could  not  be  concluded  during  the  then  special 
or  extraordinary  session  of  the  Legislature  and  that  the  resolution 
under  which  it  had  been  acting  was  ineflicient  in  its  delegation 
of  powers  to  permit  the  scope  of  inquiry  that  was  believed  by 
the  committee  to  be  necessary;  and 

Whereas,  The  Legislature  at  the  aforesaid  special  or  extraor- 
dinary session  directed  the  continuance  and  enlargement  of  tho 
investigation  that  was  then  being  conducted  under  the  aforesaid 
resolutions  of  April  18,  19-19,  and  April  24,  1920,  by  a  joint  and 
concurrent  resolution  dated  September  24,  1920,  to  which  refer- 
ence is  hereby  made  and  which  is  hereby  embodied  herein  as  a 
part  hereof;  ftnd 

WTiereas,  The  said  committee  has  continued  and  is  still  engaged 
in  the  investigation  directed  by  each  and  all  of  the  aforesaid 
resolutions  and  its  work  is  still  unfinished  and  it  appears  that 
in  order  to  complete  said  investigation  and  to  report  thereon  and 
to  formulate  adequate  recommendations  for  l^islation  based 
thereon  the  powers  conferred  by  each  and  all  of  the  aforesaid 
resolutions  should  be  continued  and  re-enacted  and  that  the  same 
should  be  materially  enlarged  in  the  particulars  hereinafter 
specified;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  deemed  necessary  or  advisable  that  for  the  pur- 
pose of  enabling  the  committee  to  more  fully  investigate  and  report 
upon  certain  of  the  matters  referred  to  in  the  aforesaid  resolutions 
the  committee  should  be  clothed  with  power  to  fully  inquire, 
among  other  things,  into  the  organization,  management,  conduct, 
business  and  affairs,  as  well  as  into  the  character  of  the  past  and 
present  investment  of  corporations  and  associations  that  are 
authorized  or  required  by  the  laws  of  this  State  to  invest  their 


loanable  funds  in  mortgages  on  real  property  in  this  State  and 
tliat  are  under  the  supervision  of  or  required  by  law  to  report 
to  the  Superintendent  of  Insurance  or  the  Superintendent  of 
Banks  of  the  State  or  to  secure  the  permission  of  either  of  those 
officials  to  conduct  business  in  this  State ;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  (if  the  Assembly  concur),  as  follows: 

1.  That  the  aforesaid  resolutions  of  April  18,  1919,  and  April 
24,  1&20,  and  September  24,  1920,  and  all  the  powers  thereby 
conferred  are  hereby  re-enacted,  continued  and  conferred  upon 
the  committee  appointed  under  this  resolution,  with  the  same 
force  and  effect  as  though  the  text  of  all  such  resolutions  were 
hereby  expressly  repeated  and  embodied  herein  as  a  part  hereof. 
All  such  powers  so  continued  in,  conferred  upon  and  delegated 
to  the  committee  hereby  appointed  are  in  addition  to  the  powers 
conferred  by  the  aforesaid  resolutions  and  all  the  testimony  taken 
and  all  the  other  acts  and  things  done  by  the  committee  acting 
under  the  above  described  resolutions  are  to  be  deemed  and  taken 
as  the  testimony  and  as  the  acts  and  things  done  by  the  committee 
appointed  under  this  resolution. 

The  committee  as  hereby  recreated,  reconstituted  and  continued 
shall  consist,  as  did  the  previous  committee,  of  ten  members,  two 
of  whom  shall  be  the  members  of  the  old  committee  who  are 
members  of  the  present  Senate,  and  the  remaining  three  Senate 
members  shall  be  forthwith  named  by  the  Temporary  President 
of  the  Senate,  and  five  members  of  the  Assembly,  including  such 
of  said  members  as  are  members  of  the  present  Assembly,  the 
balance  of  such  five  members  to  be  named  by  the  Speaker  of  the 
Assemblv.  In  the  event  of  one  or  more  vacancies  from  time  to 
time  in  the  committee  as  so  reconstituted,  the  same  shall  be  filled 
(whether  such  vacancies  occur .  during  any  recess  or  after  the 
adjournment  of  the  Legislature),  as  to  the  Senate  members,  by 
the  President  pro  tem.  of  the  Senate,  and  as  to  the  Assembly 
members  by  the  then  Speaker  of  the  Assembly. 

The  committee  may  at  any  time  and  from  time  to  time,  by 
resolution  of  a  majority  of  its  members,  be  subdivided  into  sub- 
committees of  such  number  as  it  shall  by  a  majority  vote  detor- 
mine.  Such  subcommittees  may  sit  at  the  same  times  and  places 
or  at  different  times  and  i)laces  in  the  State  of  New  York.  Each 
of  such  subcommittees  shall  appoint  its  own  chairman  and  may 
act  by  a  majority  vote  of  its  own  members;  it  may  administer 
oaths  and  issue  subpoenas  requiring  the  attenclanco  of  witnesses 
and  the  production  of  books,  papers  and  documents  and  do  all 
other  acts  and  thinrrs  that  mav  be  done  bv  the  committee  as  a 
whole  or  that  may  be  delegated  to  it  by  the  committee,  subject 
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always  to  the  subsequent  approval  or  ratification  of  its  acts  hy  the 

full  committee. 

The  powers  and  duties  of  the  committee  enumerated  in  the 
above  recited  resolutions  and  of  any  subconunittee,  to  the  extent 
authorized  by  the  conmiittee,  are  hereby  enlarged  so  as  to  include 
also  the  following  powers  in  addition  to  those  delegated  and  pre- 
scribed under  each  and  all  of  such  resolutions: 

A.  It  may  inquire  into  each  and  every  matter  and  thing  that 
in  its  judgment  affects  the  past,  present  or  future  conditions  sur- 
rounding or  in  any  way  bearing  or  relating  to  the  construction, 
ownership,  transfer,  leasing  and  renting  of  stores,  houses,  lofts, 
apartments  and  other  buildings  in  all  or  any  of  the  cities  of  the 
State,  and  particularly  in  the  city  of  New  York,  the  causes  for 
any  present  lack  of  living  and  business  acconmiodations,  the 
danger  or  probability  of  the  future  lack  thereof  and  the  reasons 
and  remedies  therefor,  the  increase  in  construction  costs  and  rents 
and  the  reasons  and  remedies  therefor,  including  in  such  inves- 
tigation and  in  its  report  the  operation  and  effect  of  the  various 
laws  on  this  subject  passed  at  the  regular  session  of  the  Legisla- 
ture in  1919,  and  at  the  regular  and  the  special  or  extraordinary 
sessions  of  the  year  1920,  and  the  advisability  of  amending  or 
repealing  the  same  or  any  of  them.  The  committee,  or  any  sub- 
committee thereof,  constituted  as  herein  provided,  is  empowered, 
and  it  shall  be  its  duty  in  so  far  as  it  may  deem  advisable,  fully 
to  investigate  and  report  upon  the  organization,  management,  con- 
duct, business,  affairs,  operations  and  past  and  present  invest- 
ments of  all  life,  fire,  health,  burglary,  compensation  and  casualty 
insurance  companies  and  associations,  organized  under  the  laws 
of  this  State  or  transacting  or  having  authority  to  transact  busi- 
ness therein,  whether  or  not  the  same  be  organized  under  the  laws 
of  this  State,  and  of  all  savings  and  other  State  banks  and  of  all 
trust  companies  and  other  corporations  or  joint-stock  or  other 
associations  that  are  now  under  the  supervision  of  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Insurance  or  of  the  Superintendent  of  Banks  in  this 
State  or  that  are  permitted  by  law  to  transact  any  such  businesses 
in  this  State. 

The  investigation  of  the  committee  mav  include  anv  and  everv 
other  matter  and  thing  not  specifically  mentioned  in  this  resolu- 
tion and  in  the  above  described  resolutions  made  part  hereof 
that  may  be  deemed  by  it  relevant  to  the  general  question  of  pro- 
viding, maintaining,  stimulating  or  increasing  accommodations 
for  housing  or  business  purposes  for  the  people  of  the  cities  of 
this  State  and  especially  of  the  city  of  New  York,  as  though  the 
same  had  been  expressly  specified  herein. 

5.  The  committee  as  a  who^p  or  through  subconunittees  may 
bold  sittings  beyond  the  9mion  oi  the  Lejgislature  and  during 


the  reoesses  thereof  and  after  its  final  adjouinnieiif.  It  aliall 
immediately  resume  its  sittings  and  investigation  and  shall  report 
the  result  of  all  investigations  heretofore  made  under  the  aboye 
recited  resolutions  with  its  recommendations,  with  all  convenient 
speed,  but  in  no  event  later  than  March  1,  1D22.  The  committee 
may  meanwhile  from  time  to  time  make  intermediate  reports  with 
such  recommendations  for  remedial  legislation  as  it  shall  deem 
advisable. 

6.  The  Superintendent  of  Insurance  and  the  Superintendent 
of  Banks  are  hereby  severally  directed  to  place  all  the  data  in 
their  respective  departments  at  the  disposal  of  the  committee  and 
its  representatives  and  to  permit  the  use  of  their  staffs  for  the 
gathering  thereof. 

Resolwd,  That  no  person  shall  be  excused  from  attending  and 
testifying  before  said  committee  or  before  any  subcommittee 
thereof,  or  from  producing  books,  papera,  contracts,  agreements 
or  other  documents  before  the  committee  or  such  subcommittee 
in  obedience  to  its  subpoena  on  the  ground  or  for  the  reason  that 
the  testimony  or  evidence,  documentary  or  otherwise,  required  of 
him  may  tend  to  incriminate  or  degrade  him  or  to  subject  him  to 
a  penalty  or  forfeiture ;  but  no  person  so  attending  and  testifying 
or  producing  such  books,  papers  or  documents  shall  be  subjected 
to  prosecution  or  to  any  penalty  or  forfeiture  for  or  on  accoimt 
of  the  particular  transaction,  matter  or  thing  concerning  which 
he  may  testify  or  produce  evidence,  documentary  or  otherwise, 
before  said  committee  or  subcommittee  or  in  obedience  to  its 
subpoena. 

Resolvetl,  That  the  further  sum  of  fiftv  thousand  dollars,  or  so 
much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is  hereby  appropriated  from 
and  out  of  the  contingent  fund  of  the  T>e^i8latnre  for  the  necessary 
expenses  heretofore  incurred  and  hereafter  to  be  incurred  by  said 
committee,  to  be  paid  in  vouchers  approved  and  auditeil  according 
to  law. 

Ordered,  That  said  resolution  be  referred  to  the  committee  on 
finance. 

Mr.  Lockwood  offered  the  following: 

The  Senate  and  Assembly  of  the  State  of  N"ew  York  have  the 
honor  to  transmit  to  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  the  follow- 
ing memorial: 

Accompanying  yon  will  please  find  copies  of  (1)  an  inter- 
mediate report  to  the  I^nrislature  of  the  State  of  Xew  York  by  a 
joint  committee  on  honsing  of  the  Senate  and  Assembly,  which 
was  this  day  adopted  by  both  Houses;  (2)  a  joint  resolution 
attached  to  that  report,  which  was  this  day  passed  by  the  Legisla- 
tttw;  (8)  the  memorial  referred  to  in  that  report,  of  wbioh  thia 
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18  a  copy,  which  was  adopted  hy  the  Legislature  and  directed  to 
be  forwarded  jour  Honorable  Body  for  such  action  as  it  majr 
deem  advisable. 

It  is  quite  unnecessary  to  remind  the  Congress  that  the  subject 
dealt  with  in  these  documents  is  in  no  sense  local,  but  is  of  direct 
nation-wide  interest  and  concern.  It  cannot  be  adequately  dealt 
with  by  State  action  alone. 

The  testimony  thus  far  taken  indicates  the  existence  of  country- 
wide criminal  conspiracies  that  vitally  aifect  almost  every  depart- 
ment of  industry  connected  with  the  building  trades.  The  para- 
lyzing effect  of  the  most  important  of  them  extends  into  and  is  re- 
flected in  the  building  activities  of  every  city,  town  and  hamlet  in 
the  United  States.  The  Legislature  is  advised  that  this  condition 
applies  also  in  large  measure  to  many  of  the  necessaries  of  life, 
the  investigation  of  which  is  not  within  the  scope  of  the  committee 
whose  intermediate  report  is  herewith  attached.  This  memorial 
accordingly  deals  only  with  such  industries  as  have  been  and  still 
are  the  subject  of  the  pending  inquiry. 

"Whilst  it  is  hoped  and  believed  that  much  may  be  done  by 
State  l^islation  to  relieve  the  existing  paralysis  of  building  opera- 
tions in  so  far  as  concerns  the  disintegration  and  destruction  of 
the  strangle-hold  of  intrastate  combinations,  the  adequate  cor- 
rection of  the  conditions  exposed  by  the  committee  and  the  punish- 
ment of  the  offenders  cannot  be  accomplished  without  the  active 
and  aggressive  co-operation  of  the  Federal  authorities  in  so  far 
as  concerns  the  many  powerful  offenders  who  are  and  have  been 
for  years  operating  in  interstate  commerce  in  open  violation  and 
defiance  of  the  Federal  laws. 

To  that  end  the  Congress  is  urged  without  delay  to  provide 
adequate  facilities  and  legal  machinery  for  the  criminal  prosecu- 
tion of  violations  of  the  Federal  anti-trust  laws  affecting  the 
building  industries.  This  will  involve  the  authorization  of  addi- 
tional grand  juries  in  the  New  York  district  and  the  employment 
of  special  investigators  and  counsel  of  wide  experience  who  will 
be  able  to  cope  with  the  skilled  lawyers  who  are  likely  to  be 
retained  to  defend  in  cases  of  this  character.  In  view  of  the 
urgency  of  the  situation  it  is  hoped  that  at  least  as  to  the  three 
cases  referred  to  in  the  report  of  the  committee  it  will  be  found 
possible  to  assign  separate  special  counsel  and  a  special  grand 
jury  for  each  case  in  order  that  the  delays  that  have  in  the  past 
characterized  the  prosecutions  of  cases  may  be  avoided.  It  is 
because  of  the  conviction  that  the  health  and  prosperity  of  our 
people  are  endangered  by  the  constantly  increasing  growth  and 
reckless  disregard  of  the  law  of  these  defiant  violators  of  the  law 
that  tbia  appeal  baa  been  found  neoessarjt 
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Ordered,  That  said  resolution  be  referred  to  the  committee  on 
finance. 

Mr.  Knight  offered  a  resolution,  in  the  words  following:

Whereas,  By  joint  resolution  of  Senate  and  Assembly  adopted 
April  24,  1920,  a  joint  committee  of  the  Senate  and  Assembly 
was  created  to  recodify  the  existing  labor  laws  and  to  revise  such 
portions  of  the  said  laws  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  committee  and 
upon  investigation  need  revision,  and  to  report  to  the  Legislature 
of  the  year  1921,  with  its  recommendations;  and 

Whereas,  The  work  of  such  committee  is  not  completed;  now, 
therefore, 

Resolved  (if  the  Assembly  concur),  That  such  committee  be 
continued  with  all  the  powers  and  duties  heretofore  conferred 
and  imposed  upon  it,  and  that  such  conmiittee  shall  consist  of  the 
persons  constituting  its  present  membership,  except  Burt  Z.  Kas- 
son,  former  Senator,  and  Alton  A.  Walrath  and  Caesar  B.  P. 
Barra,  former  members  of  the  Assembly,  and  that  the  Temporary 
President  of  the  Senate  shall  appoint  a  Senator  and  the  Speaker 
of  the  Assembly  shall  appoint  two  Members  of  the  Assembly  as 
members  of  such  committee  to  succeed  the  persons  above  named; 
and 

Resolved,  That  the  sum  of  $5,000,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be 
necessary,  in  addition  to  any  moneys  heretofore  made  available 
for  the  use  of  such  committee,  be  and  hereby  is  appropriated  from 
the  contingent  fund  of  the  I^egislature  for  the  necessary  expenses 
incurred  and  to  be  incurred  by  such  committee,  to  be  paid  upon 
vouchers  approved  and  audited  according  to  law. 

Ordered,  That  said  resolution  be  referred  to  the  committee  on 
finance. 

Mr.  MuUan  offered  a  resolution,  in  the  words  following: 

Resolved  (if  the  Assembly  concur),  That  the  committee 
appointed  pursuant  to  resolution  adopted  April  15,  19'20,  to  inves- 
tigate the  compensation  of  school  teachers;  the  number,  location 
and  equipment  of  schools ;  the  systems  of  government  and  instruc- 
tion in  force  therein,  and  generally  all  those  questions  protecting 
and  promoting  the  educational  and  the  mental,  moral  and  physical 
betterment  of  the  people  of  the  State,  and  to  report  the  result 
of  its  investigations  to  the  next  Legislature  with  recommendations 
of  such  measures  for  relief  and  improvement  in  the  premises  as 
it  may  deem  suitable  and  expedient,  be  continued  with  all  the

Please  take  notice,  That  John  J.  Dunnigan,  residing  at  1861 
Holland  avenue,  in  the  borough  of  the  Bronx,  city  and  State  of 
Xew  York,  contests  the  claim  of  title  of  George  H.  Taylor  to  the 
office  of  Senator,  Twenty-third  Senatorial  District  of  the  city 
and  State  of  New  York,  and  demands  of  you  that  the  said  George 
H.  Taylor  be  removed,  and  that  the  said  John  J.  Dimnigan  be 
recognized  and  seated  as  Senator  of  the  Twenty-third  Senatorial 
District  on  the  following  grounds: 

1.  That  said  John  J.  Dunnigan  claims  to  have  been  duly  elected 
a  member  of  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  New  York  by  the  electors 
of  the  Twenty-third  Senatorial  District  at  the  general  election 
held  on  the  2d  day  of  November,  1920,  by  the  greater  number 
of  votes  cast  at  said  election  for  Senator  in  said  Twenty-third 
Senatorial  District.

3.  That  the  various  boards  of  inspectors  of  election  improperly 
and  incorrectly  canvassed  the  number  of  votes  cast  on  November  2, 
1S>20,  and  failed  to  credit  the  said  John  J.  Dunnigan  with  all 
of  the  ballots  cast  for  him,  and  credited  the  said  George  H.  Taylor 
with  more  than  the  number  of  valid  ballots  cast  for  him. 

4.  That  the  various  boards  of  inspectors  of  election  improperly 
canvassed  and  counted  ballots  for  the  said  George  H.  Taylor 
which  were  in  fact  void  ballots  and  refused  to  canvass  and  count 
and  declared  as  void  valid  ballots  which  had  been  cast  for  the 
said  John  J.  Dunnigan. 

Wherefore,  The  said  John  J.  Dunnigan  demands  that  this 
Senate  proceed  without  delay,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tion 10  of  article  3,  State  Constitution,  and  promptly  examine 
into  the  matters  and  things  hereinbefore  set  forth,  and  thereupon 
order  and  declare  that  said  G«orge  H.  Taylor  is  not  entitled  to 
the  office  of  Senator  for  the  Twenty-third  Senatorial  District, 
and  that  the  said  John  J.  Dunnigan  is  entitled  to  said  office,  and 
seating  the  said  John  J.  Dunnigan  in  your  body  as  such  Senator ' 
from  the  said  Twenty-third  Senatorial  District.

Carroll  be  recognized  and  seated  as  Senator  of  the  Eleventh  Sena- 
torial District  on  the  following  grounds: 

1.  That  said  Daniel  J.  Carroll  claims  to  have  been  duly  elected 
a  member  of  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  New  York  by  the  electors 
of  the  Eleventh  Senatorial  District  at  the  general  election  held 
on  the  2d  day  of  November,  1920,  by  the  greater  number  of  votes 
cast  at  said  election  for  Senator  in  said  Eleventh  Senatorial 
District. 

2.  That  the  issuance  of  the  certificate  to  said  Abraham  S. 
Katlin  was  improper  and  based  upon  improper  and  incorrect 
returns  and  statements  of  the  various  inspectors  of  election  and 
of  the  board  of  county  canvassers  of  the  county  of  Kings. 

3.  That  the  various  boards  of  inspectors  of  election  improperly 
and  incorrectly  canvassed  the  number  of  votes  cast  on  November  2, 
1920,  and  failed  to  credit  the  said  Daniel  J.  Carroll  with  all  of 
the  ballots  cast  for  him,  and  credited  the  said  Abraham  S.  Katlin. 
with  more  than  the  number  of  valid  ballots  cast  for  him. 

4.  That  the  various  boards  of  inspectors  of  election  improperly 
canvassed  and  counted  ballots  for  the  said  Abraham  S.  Katlin 
which  were  in  fact  void  ballots,  and  refused  to  canvass  and  count 
and  declared  as  void  ballots  which  had  been  cast  for  the  said 
Daniel  J.  Carroll. 

Wherefore,  The  said  Daniel  J.  Carroll  demands  that  this  Senate 
proceed  without  delay,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  10 
of  article  3  of  State  Constitution,  and  promptly  examine  into 
the  matters  and  thincrs  hereinbefore  set  forth,  and  thereupon  order 
and  declare  that  said  Abraham  S.  Katlin  is  not  entitled  to  the 
office  of  Senator  for  the  Eleventh  Senatorial  District,  and  that 
the  said  Daniel  J.  Carroll  is  entitled  to  said  office,  and  seating  the 
paid  Daniel  J.  Carroll  in  vour  bodv  as  such  Senator  from  the  said 
Eleventh  Senatorial  District.

Mr.  Hewitt,  from  the  committee  on  finance,  to  which  was  re- 
ferred the  resolution  introducetl  by  Mr.  Lockwood  relative  to 
extending  the  powers  of  joint  legislative  committee  on  housing, 
reported  the  same  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

Whereas,  A  joint  legislative  committee  was  heretofore  consti- 
tuted pursuant  to  resolutions  duly  adopted  April  18,  1919,  and 
April  24,  1920,  whereby  such  committee  was  duly  authorized, 
among  other  things,  to  investigate,  ascertain  and  report  on  all 
housing  conditions  and  causes  for  the  lack  of  construction  of 
new  houses,  flats  and  apartments  for  occupancy  and  renting  in 
cities  and  especially  in  the  city  of  Xew  York;  and 
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Wheveae,  Said  canunittde  pzesented  a  prelinuuaxy  report  to 
9l'  speeial  afssion  of  the  Legislature  heiid  in  Septeooiber,  1920, 
from  which  it  appears  that  ite  investigations  were  then  still  un- 
finished, that  the  same  could  not  be  concluded  during  the  then 
special  or  extraordinary  session  of  the  Legislature  and  that  the 
resolution  under  which  it  had  been  acting  was  insufficient  in  its 
delegation  of  powers  to  permit  the  seepe  of  inquiry  that  was  be- 
lieved by  the  committee  to  be  neeeasary;  and 

Whereas,  The  Legislature,  at  the  aforesaid  special  or  extraor- 
dinary session,  directed  the  continuance  and  enlargement  of  the 
investigation  that  was  then  being  conducted  under  the  aforesaid 
resolutions  of  April  18,  1919,  and  April  24,  1920,  by  a  joint  and 
concurrent  resolution  dated  September  24,  19«20,  to  which  refer- 
enoe  is  hereby  made  and  which  is  hereby  embedied  herein  ae  a 
part  hereof;  and 

Whereas,  The  said  committee  has  eentinued  and  i€i  still  en- 
gaged in  the  investigation  directed  by  each  and  all  of  tlie  afore- 
said resoJutions  and  its  work  is  still  unfinidied  and  it  appears 
that  in  order  to  complete  said  investigation  and  to  report  thereon 
and  to  formulate  adequate  recommendations  for  legislation  based 
thereon,  the  powers  conferred'  by  each  and  all  of  the  aforesaid 
veselutions  should  be  continued  and  n^^sacted  and  that  the  same 
ahould  be  enlac^ed  in  the  paarticulad's  hereinafter  specified ;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  deemed  necessary  or  advisable  that  for  the  pur- 
pose of  enabling,  the  committee  to  more  fully  investigate  and 
report  upon  certain  of  the  matters  referred  to  in  the  aforesaid 
resolutions,  the  committee  should  be  clothed  with  powpr  to  fully 
inquixe,  among  other  things,  into  each  and  every  matter  and  thing 
that  affeets  the  preseirt,  past  or  future  conditions-  envrrfmnding 
or  in  any  way  beaaring  er  relating,  to  lihe  const\Dtiction,  ownereliip, 
tradnsleff,  leaeing  aaid  I'enting  of  stores,  houses,  lofts,  apartments 
and  other  buildings  in  all  and  any  of  the  cities  of  the  State  and 
particulai'ly  in  the  city  of  Xew  York ;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  (if  the  Assembly  concur)  as  follows: 

1.  That  the  afoi'esaid  resolutions  of  April  18,  1919,  April  24, 
1920,  and  September  24,  1920,  and  all  the  powers  thereby  con- 
ferred are  hereby  re-enacted,  ooBttinned  and  conferred  upon  the 
committee  appointed  under  this  resolution  with  the  same  force 
and  efieet  a*  though  the  text  of  all  such  resolutions  wore  hereby 
expressly  repea<:ed  and  embodied  herein  as  a  part  hereckf.  All 
the  testimony  taken  and  all  other  acta  and  things  done  by  the 
eemmittee  acting,  under  the  above  described  resolutions  are  to  be 
de^oaed  and  taken  a«  the  testimony  and  as  the  acts  and  things  done 
by  the  committee  appointed  under  this  resolution. 
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The  conunittee  as  hereby  recreated,  reconstituted  and  oontinued 
shall  casuiat^  as  did  Dhe  pc8!f^k)aB  canmiittee  ef  ton  memhers,  two 
of  whom  shall  be  memberB  of  the  old  eommittee  who  ai«  mcixihen 
oi  the  pveeent  Senale,  and  the  Tomainmg  three  tSenarte  members 
shall  be  forthwith  named  by  the  Temporary  President  of  the 
Senate,  and  five  members  of  ihe  AssemUj,  indnding  suoh  of  said 
members  as  are  members  of  the  present  AjMembly,  the  balanee  of 
8ueh  ih'e  noLembers  to  be  ikamed  by  the  Bpeater  of  the  Assembly. 
In  the  event  of  one  or  mere  vaoaneies  from  time  to  time  in  the 
committee  as  so  reconstituted  the  same  shall  be  filled  whether 
such  vacancies  occurred  during  any  reoem  or  after  the  adjourn- 
ment of  the  Legislature,  as  to  the  Senate  members  by  the  Tempo- 
rary President  of  the  Senate,  and  as  to  the  Assembly  members 
by  the  Speaker  of  the  Assembly. 

The  cwnmittee  may  at  any  time  and  from  time  to  time,  by  reso- 
lution erf  a  majority  of  its  members,  be  subdivided  into  subcom- 
mittees of  such  number  as  it  shall  by  a  majority  vote  determiBe. 
Such  subcommittees  may  sit  at  the  same  times  and  places  or  at 
different  times  and  places  in  the  State  of  New  York.  Each  sub- 
committee shall  appoint  its  own  chairman  and  may  act  by 
majority  vote  of  its  own  members;  it  may  administer  oaths  and 
issue  subpoenas  requiring  the  attendance  of  witnesses  and  the 
production  of  books,  papers  and  documents  and  do  all  other  acts 
and  tfafingB  that  may  be  done  by  the  committee  as  a  whole  or  that 
may  be  delegated  to  it  by  the  committee,  subject  always  to  the 
eiibsequent  approval  or  ratification  of  its  acts  by  the  full 
committee. 

The  powers  and  duties  of  the  committee  enumerated  in  the 
above  recited  resolutions,  or  of  anv  subcommittee  to  the  extent 
authorized  by  the  committee,  shall  include  also  the  following 
powers  in  addition  to  those  delegated  and  preseribeii  voider  each 
and  all  of  such  resolutions: 

Inquire  into  each  and  every  matter  and  thing  that  affects  the 
present,  past  or  future  conditions  surrounding  or  in  any  way 
bearing  or  relating  to  the  construction,  ownership,  transfer,  leas- 
ing and  renting  of  stores,  houses,  lofts,  apartments  and  other 
buildings  in  any  and  all  cities  of  the  State,  and  particularly  in 
the  (jHv  of  NeW  York,  the  ca«««  for  any  present  lack  of  living 
and  business  accommodaFtions,  Ae  danger  or  probability  of  future 
lack  thereorf  and  the  reasons  and  remedies  therefor ;  the  praictices 
and  usages  with  respect  to  the  making  or  withholding  of  i^al 
estate  and  building  bans,  and  covering  the  coets,  payments,  and 
expenses  involved  in  making  and  obtaining  sueh  loans;  the  in- 
crease in  construction  cosi^  and  rents  and  the  reasons  and 
remedies   therefor,   including  in  such  investigation   and   in   its 
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report  the  operation  and  effect  of  the  various  laws  on  this  subject 
passed  at  the  regular  session  of  the  Legislature  of  1919  and  at  the 
regular  and  special  or  extraordinary  sessions  of  the  year  1920 
and  the  advisability  of  amending  or  repealing  the  same  or  any 
of  them. 

The  investigation  of  the  committee  may  include  any  and  every 
other  matter  and  thing  not  specifically  mentioned  in  this  resolu- 
tion and  in  the  above  described  resolutions  made  part  thereof 
relevant  to  th-e  general  question  of  providing,  maintaining,  stimu- 
lating or  increasing  accommodations  for  housing  or  business  pur- 
poses for  the  people  of  the  cities  of  this  State  and  especially  of  the 
city  of  New  York  as  though  the  same  had  been  expressly  specified 
herein. 

The  committee  as  a  whole  or  through  subcommittees  may  hold 
sittings  beyond  the  sessions  of  the  Legislature  and  during  the 
recesses  thereof  and  after  its  final  adjournment.  It  shall  im- 
mediately resume  its  sittings  and  investigations  and  shall  report 
the  result  of  all  investigations  heretofore  made  under  the  above 
recited  resolutions  with  its  recommendations,  with  all  convenient 
speed,  but  in  no  event  later  than  March  1,  1922.  The  com- 
mittee may  meanwhile  from  time  to  time  make  intermediate  re- 
ports with  such  recommendations  for  remedial  legislation  as  it 
shall  deem  advisable. 

Resolved,  That  no  person  shall  be  excused  from  attending  and 
testifying  before  said  committee  or  before  any  subcommittee 
thereof,  or  from  producing  books,  papers,  contracts,  agreements 
or  other  documents  before  the  committee  or  such  subcommittees 
in  obedience  to  its  subpoena  on  the  ground  or  for  the  reason  that 
the  testimony  or  evidence,  documentary  or  otherwise,  required  of 
him  may  tend  to  incriminate  or  degrade  him  or  to  subject  him 
to  a  penalty  or  forfeiture ;  but  no  person  so  attending  and  testify- 
ing or  producing  such  books,  papers  or  documents  shall  be  sub- 
jected to  prosecution  or  to  any  penalty  or  forfeiture  for  or  on 
accoimt  of  this  particular  transaction,  matter  or  thing  concern- 
ing which  he  may  testify  or  produce  evidence,  documentary  or 
otherwise,  before  said  committee  or  subcommittee  or  in  obedience 
to  its  subpoena. 

Resolved,  That  the  further  sum  of  fiftv  thousand  dollars,  or 
so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is  hereby  appropriated  from 
and  out  of  the  contingent  fund  of  the  Legislature  for  the  necessary 
expenses  heretofore  incurred  and  hereafter  to  be  incurred  by 
said  committee  to  be  paid  on  vouchers  approved  and  audited 
according  to  law. 

•Mr.  Lockwood  moved  that  the  consideration  of  said  report  be 
postponed  until  Tuesday,  February  1st. 
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The  President  put  the  question  whether  the  Senate  would  agree 
to  said  motion  as  amended,  and  it  was  detennined  in  the 
affirmative. 

Mr.  Mullan^  from  the  committee  on  affairs  of  cities,  to  which 
was  referred  the  Senate  bill  introduced  by  Mr.  Lusk  (Xo.  31, 
Int.  Xo.  31)  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  the  supplemental  charter 
of  the  city  of  Binghamton,  in  relation  to  the  issuance  of  bonds 
for  school  purpose*,''  reported  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  the  same, 
which  report  w^s  agreed  to,  and  said  bill  committed  to  the  com- 
mittee of  the  whole. 

Mr.  Burlingame.  from  the  committee  on  the  judiciary,  to  which 
was  referred  the  Senate  bill  introduced  by  Mr.  Knight  (No.  79, 
Int.  Xo.  78)  entitled  **An  act  to  confer  jurisdiction  on  the  Court 
of  Claims  to  hear,  audit  and  detennine  the  claims  of  Samuel  H. 
Morgan  and  Adella  Morgan  and  J.  Fenton  Olive  against  the  State 
for  damages  alleged  to  have  been  sustained  from  the  overflow  of 
the  Griffin  Creek  feeder  to  the  Genesee  Valley  canal,"  reported  in 
favor  of  the  passage  of  the  same,  which  report  was  agreed  to,  and 
said  bill  committed  to  the  committee  of  the  whole.

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The  Aseemblv  sent  for  concurrence  a  resolution,  in  the  words 
following : 

By  Mr.  McWihinney: 

Whereas,  A  joint  legislative  committee  was  heretofore  consti- 
tated  pursuant  to  resolution  duly  adopted  April  18,  1919,  and 
April  24,  1920,  whereby  such  committee  was  duly  authorized, 
among  other  things,  to  investigate,  ascertain  and  'report  on  all 
licusing  conditions  and  causes  for  the  lack  of  construction  of  new 
houses,  flats  and  apartments  for  occupancy  and  renting  in  cities 
and  especially  in  the  city  cf  Now  York;  and 

Whereas,  Said  committee  presented  a  preliminary  re{X)rt  to  a 
special  session  of  the  Legislature  held  in  September,  1920,  from 
which  it  appears  that  its  investigations  were  then  still  unfinished, 
that  the  same  couhl  not  l>e  concluded  during  the  then  special  or 
extraordinary  session  cf  the  Legislature  and  that  the  resolution 
Tinder  which  it  had  been  acting  was  insufficient  in  its  delegation 
of  powers  to  permit  the  scope  of  inquiry  that  was  believed  by 
the  committee  to  be  necessarv ;  and 

Whereas,  The  Legislature  at  the  aforesaid  special  or  extra- 
ordinary sessicn  directed  the  continuance  and  enlargement  oi  the 
investigation  that  was  then  being  conducted  under  the  aforesaid 
resolutions  of  April  18,  1919,  and  April  24,  1920,  by  a  joint 
and  concurrent  resolution  dated  September  24,  1920,  to  which 
reference  is  hereby  made  and  which  is  hereby  embodied  herein  as 
a  part  hereof ;  and 

Whereas,  The  said  conmiittee  has  continued  and  is  still  engaged 
in*  the  investigation  directed  by  each  and  all  of  the  aforesaid 
resolutions  and  its  work  is  still  unfinished  and  it  appears  that  in 
order  to  complete  said  investigation  and  to  report  thereon  and  to 
formulate  adequate  recommendations  for  legislation  based 
thereon,  the  powers  conferred  by  each  and  all  of  the  aforesaid 
resolutions  should  be  continued  and  re-enacted  and  that  the  same 
should  be  enlarged  in  the  particulars  hereinafter  specified ;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  deemed  necessary  or  advisable  that  for  the  pur- 
pose of  enabling  the  committee  to  more  fully  investigate  and 
report  upon  certain  of  the  matters  referred  to  in  the  aforesaid 
resolutions,  the  committee  should  be  clothed  with  power  to  fully 
inquire,  among  other  things,  into  each  and  every  matter  and 
thing  that  affects  the  present,  past  or  future  conditions  surround- 
ing or  in  any  way  bearing  or  relating  to  the  construction,  owner- 
ship, transfer,  leasing  and  renting  of  stores,  houses,  lofts,  apart- 
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ments  and  other  buildings  in  all  and  any  of  the  cities  of  the

mittee  acting  under  the  above  descrilied  resolutions  are  to    be

deemed  and  taken  as  the  testimony  and  as  the  acts  and  things  done 
by  the  committee  appointed  under  this  resolution. 

The  committee  as  herebv  recreated,  reconstituted  and  continued 
shall  consist,  as  did  the  previous  committee  of  ten  members,  two 
of  whom  shall  be  meinbexs  of  the  old  committee  who  are  members 
of  the  present  Senate,  and  the  remaining  three  Senate  memUers 
shall  be  forthwith  named  by  the  Temy)orary  Prt*sident  of  the 
Senate,  and  five  members  of  the  Assembly,  including  such  of  said 
members  as  are  members  of  tiie  present  Assembly,  the  balajico  of 
such  five  menilx^TS  to  be  named  by  the  S]:>eaker  of  the  Absembly.  In 
the  event  of  one  or  more  vacancies  from  time  to  time  in  the  eom- 
mittee  as  so  constituted  the  same  shall  be  filled  whether  sueh 
vacancies  occurred  during  any  recess  or  after  the  adjournment  of 
the  Legislature,  as  to  the  Senate  members  by  the  President  pro 
tem.  of  the  Senate^  and  as  to  the  Assembly  menil>crs  by  the  Speaker 
of  the  Assembly. 

The  committee  may  at  any  time  and  from  time  to  time,  by 
resolution  of  a  majority  of  its  members,  be  subdivided  into  sub- 
committees of  such  number  as  it  shall  by  a  majority  vote  deter- 
mine. Such  subcommittees  may  sit  at  the  same  times  and  places 
or  at  different  times  and  places  in  the  State  of  New  York.  Each 
subcommittee  shall  appoint  its  own  chairman  and  may  act  by 
majority  vote  of  its  own  members ;  it  may  administer  oaths  and 
issue  subpoenas  requiring  the  attendance  of  witnesses  and  the 
production  of  books,  papers  and  documents  and  do  all  other  acts 
and  things  that  may  be  done  by  the  committee  as  a  whole  or  that 
may  be  delegated  to  it  by  the  ccmmittee,  subject  always  to  the 
subsequent  approval  or  ratification  of  its  acts  by  the  full 
conmiittee. 
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The  powers  and  dutiee  of  the  committee  enumerated  in  the  aWve 
recited  resolutions,  or  of  any  subcommittee  to  the  extent  author- 
ized by  the  committee  shall  include  also  the  following  powers  in 
addition  to  those  delegated  and  prescribed  under  each  and  all  of 
8ueh  resolutions: 

Inquire  into  each  and  everv^  martter  and  thing  that  affects  the 
present,  past  or  future  conditions  surrounding  or  in  any  way 
1  earing  or  relating  to  the  confltruction,  ownership,  transfer,  lea&- 
inf^  and  renting  of  stores,  houses,  lofts,  apartments  and  other 
buildings  in  any  and  all  cities  of  the  State,  and  particularly  in  the 
city  of  Kew  York,  the  causes  for  any  present  lack  of  living  and 
business  accommodations,  the  danger  or  probability  of  future  lack 
thereof  and  the  reasons  and  remedies  therefor ;  the  practices  and 
usages  with  respect  to  the  making  or  withholding  of  real  estate 
and  building  loans,  and  covering  the  costs,  payments,  and  expenses 
involved  in  making  and  obtaining  such  loans ;  the  increase  in  con- 
struction ccets  and  rents  and  the  reasons  and  remedies  therefor, 
including  in  such  investigation  and  in  its  report  the  operation  and 
effect  of  the  various  laws  on  this  subject  passed  at  the  regular 
session  of  the  Legislature  of  1910  and  at  the  rc^ilar  and  the 
special  or  extraordinary  sessions  of  the  year  1920  and  the  advisa- 
bility of  amending  or  repealing  the  same  or  any  of  them. 

The  investigation  of  the  committee  may  include  any  and  every 
other  matter  and  things  not  specifically  mentioned  in  this  resolu- 
tion and  in  the  above  described  resolutions  made  part  thereof 
relevant  to  the  general  question  of  providing,  maintaining,  stimu- 
lating or  increasing  accommodations  for  housing  or  business  pur- 
poses for  the  pecple  of  the  cities  of  this  State  and  especially  of 
the  city  of  New  York  as  though  the  same  had  been  expressly 
specified  herein. 

The  committee  as  a  whole  or  through  subcommittees  may  hold 
sittings  beyond  the  sessions  of  the  Legislature  and  during  the 
recesses  thereof  and  after  its  final  adjournment.  It  shall  imme- 
diately resume  its  sittings  and  investigations  and  shall  report  the 
result  of  all  investigations  heretofore  made  under  the  above  recited 
resolutions  with  its  recommendations,  with  all  convenient  spewl, 
but  in  no  event  later  than  March  1,  192^.  The  committee  mav 
meanwhile  from  time  to  time  make  intermediate  reports  with  such 
recommendations  for  remedial  legislation  as  it  shall  deem 
advisable. 

Eesolved,  That  no  person  shall  be  excused  from  attending  and 
testifying  before  said  committee  or  before   any   sulxjommittoc^ 
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thereof,  or  from  producing  books,  papers,  contrajclvs,  agreements 
or  other  documents  before  the  committee  or  such  subeommittees 
in  obedience  to  its  subpoena  on  the  ground  or  for  the  reason  that 
the  testimony  or  evidence,  documentary  or  otherwise,  required 
of  him  may  tend  to  incriminate  or  degrade  him  or  to  subject  him 
to  a  penalty  or  forfeiture ;  but  no  person  so  attending  and  testi- 
fying or  producing  such  books,  papers  or  documents  shall  be  sub- 
jected to  prosecution  or  to  any  penalty  or  forfeiture  for  or  on 
account  of  the  particular  transaction,  matter  or  thing  concerning 
which  he  may  testify  or  produce  evidence,  documentary  or  other- 
wise, before  said  committee  or  subcommittees  or  in  obedience  to 
its  subpoena. 

Resolved,  That  the  further  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars,  or  so 
much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is  hereby  appropriated  from 
and  out  of  the  contingent  fund  of  the  Legislature  for  the  neces- 
sary expenses  heretofore  incurred  and  hereafter  to  be  incurred  by 
said  committee  to  be  paid  on  vouchers  approved  and  audited 
according  to  law. 

Ordered,  That  said  resolution  be  referred  to  the  committee  on 
finance.

Saratoga  early  in  August,  1920;  and 

Whereas,  These  speculators  and  manipulators,  during  the 
months  of  August,  September  and  October  of  1920,  just  preced- 
ing the  general  State  election,  caused  these  securities  to  rise  in 
value  till  they  reached  the  appreciation  in  quoted  value  which 
can  be  roughly  estimated  at  70  per  cent;  and 

Whereas,  This  movement  of  traction  securities  shows  a  uni- 
formity of  decline  and  rise  commonly  associated  with  rigging  of 
the  stock  market  for  speculative  purposes  which  is  set  forth  in 
the  published  records  of  the  stock  exchange  as  follows :

Whereas,  These  records  further  show  that  the  traction  security 
market  was  depressed  during  July,  1920,  prior  to  Governor  Mil- 
ler's designation  at  Saratoga,  by  the  sale  of  $2,211,000  Inter- 
borough Rapid  Transit  first  and  refunding  5  per  cent  bonds, 
which  caused  the  price  of  these  securities  to  fall  from  49^^^  to 
43,  and  served  to  create  a  downward  tendency  on  other  traction 
securities  during  the  said  month  of  July ;  and 

Whereas,  Approximately  250,000  shares  of  traction  stock  and 
$19,000,000  par  value  of  traction  bonds  were  subject  to  the 
market  movements  set  forth  in  records  of  the  New  York  Stock 
exchange,  showing  appreciation  estimated  at  70  per  cent  in  quoted 
value;  and 

Whereas,  Such  movement  of  the  securitv  market  would  onlv 
have  been  affected  by  the  concerted  action  of  certain  persons  or 
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.groups  of  persons  aeting  by  common  motive,  first,  to  depreciate 
traction  securities  during  July  prior  to  Governor  Miller's  desig- 
luidon  at  Saratoga,  and,  second,  to  raise  the  quotations  of  traction 
securities  over  the  period  from  August  1,  to  October  21-22, 
ivhen  traction  securities  reached  a  mien  high  level  for  the  move- 
ment ;  and 

Whereas,  Such  operation  constitutes  a  phase  of  stock  manipu- 
lation known  as  "  Market  Rigging  "  and  is  undertaken  for  profit 
an<i  with  foreknowledge  of  important  events ;  and 

Whereas,  Common  honesty  and  public  decency  demands  that 
high  public  office  be  divorced  from  suggestion  of  barter  and  sale 
of  stocks  for  profit  and  the  further  exposure  of  any  pertson  or 
^oups  of  ix?rsons  using  public  oflSce  or  public  policies  for  such 
transactions;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  a  joint  committee  of  five  members  of  this 
Legislature,  consisting  of  two  members  of  the  State  Senate  and 
titree  members  of  the  State  Assembly,  be  appointed ;  and  be  it 
further 

Resolved,  That  this  said  joint  committee  be  instructed  to  ascer- 
tain from  the  records  of  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange  the  names 
«f  all  floor  traders  in  the  aforementioned  traction  securities 
lietween  the  dates  of  July  1  and  November  1,  1920,  and  the  names 
and  addresses  of  the  stock  exchange  firms  authorizing  the  sales 
And  purchases  of  the  said  traction  securities  between  these  dates ; 
and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  said  stock  exchange  firms  involved  in  trans- 
jictions  of  traction  securities  named  be  instructed  to  turn  over 
to  the  said  joint  committee  a  full  record  of  their  sales  and  pur- 
chases of  the  said  traction  securities  aforementioned,  together 
^with  the  names  and  addresses  of  clients  either  buying  or  selling 
any  of  the  aforementioned  securities  between  the  dates  of  July 
1  and  November  1,  1920;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  this  information  be  laid  before  the  State  Legis- 
lature at  its  present,  1921,  session  and  that  an  appropriation  of 
910,000  to  defray  the  expenses  of  correlating  the  data  demanded 
in  this  resolution  be  and  hereby  is  made. 

Ordered,  That  said  resolution  be  referred  to  the  committee  on 
Aiance. 

The  Senate  resolved  itself  into  a  committee  of  the  whole,  and 
proceeded  to  the  consideration  of  general  orders,  being  the  bill 
entitled  a^  follows :

346)  entitled  ^^An  act  to  change  the  name 
of  *  The  TJtica  Female  Academy '  to  '  TJtica  Country  Day  School,' 
defining  the  powers  and  duties  of  such  corporation,  and  repealing 
certain  acts  relating  thereto,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and 
by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Davenport,  and  by  unanimous  consent,  the 
rules  were  susjjended,  and  said  bill  ordered  to  a  third  reading  and 
referred  to  the  committee  on  the  judiciary,  retaining  its  place  on 
the  order  of  third  reading. 

Mr.  Ferris  introduced  a  bill  (Int.  No.  347)  entitled  "  Concur- 
rent resolution  of  the  Senate  and  Assembly  proposing  an  amend- 
ment to  section  seven  of  article  seven  of  the  Constitution,  in  re- 
lation to  the  forest  presei-ve,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and 
by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  re- 
ferred to  the  committee  on  the  judiciary. 

No.  348)  entitled  "An  act  to  confer  jurisdic 
tion  upon  the  Court  of  Claims  to  hear,  audit  and  determine  the 
claim  of  the  village  of  Fort  Edward,  Washington  county,  against 
the  State  for  damages  alleged  to  have  been  sustained  by  reason 
of  the  removal  and  destru'ction  of  water  mains  of  such  village  in 
the  construction  of  the  Champlain  canal,  pursuant  to  chapter  one 
hundred  and  forty-^even  of  the  Laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and 
three,  and  to  render  judgment  therefor,"  which  was  read  the  first 
time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time, 
and  referred  to  the  committee  on  the  judiciary.

lack  of  adequate  hospitalization;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Besolved  (if  the  Assembly  concur),  That  the  Legislature  of  the 
State  of  Xew  York  respectfully  urges  upon  the  Congress  of  the 
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United  States^  that  it  give  its  immediate  attention  to  the  evils 
now  existing  with  regard  to  the  care  and  treatment  of  the  disabled 
veterans  of  the  World  War;  and  be  it  further

Ordered,  That  the  Clerk  return  said  bill  to  the  Assembly,  with 
a  message  that  the  Senate  ha«  concurred  in  the  passage  of  the 
same.

No.  440)  entitled  '^An  act 
to  amend  section  three  hundred  and  forty-four  of  the  Code  of 
Criminal  Procedure,  with  respect  to  removing  indictments  before 
trial,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent 
was  al&o  read  the  second  time,  and  refen^ed  to  the  committee 
on  codes. 

Mr.  Robinson  introduced  a  bill  (Int.  ^No.  441)  entitled  "An 
act  to  amend  chapter  nine  hundred  and  four  of  the  Laws  of  nine- 
teen hundred  and  twenty,  entitled  *An  act  to  provide  for  the 
improvement  of  Fulmer  creek,  at  Mohawk,  in  the  county  of 
Herkimer,  and  making  an  appropriation  therefor,^  in  relation  to 
the  improvement  of  Fulmer  creek  by  the  erection  of  dikes  or 
other  bank  protection,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by 
unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred 
to  the  committee  on  finance. 

Mr.  Cotillo  introduced  a  bill  (Int.  No.  442)  entitled  "An  act 
to  amend  the  Judiciary  Law,  in  relation  to  the  qualification  of 
judicial  officers,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous 
consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee on  the  judiciary. 

Mr.  Simpson  introduced  a  bill  (Int.  Xo.  443)  entitled*  "An 
act  to  amend  the  Greater  New  York  charter,  respecting  the 
receipt,  deposit  and  disbursement  of  public  moneys,  and  abolish- 
ing the  office  of  chamberlain,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and 
by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and 
referred  to  the  committee  on  affairs  of  cities.

No.  44^)  entitled  "An 
act  to  permit  the  common  council  of  the  city  of  Oneonta  to  vote 
additional  compensation  to  the  chamberlain  and  assessors  of  such 
city  for  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-one,"  which  was 
read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the 
second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  affairs  of  cities. 

No.  447)  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  the 
chairter  of  the  city  of  Oneonta,  generally,"  which  was  read  the 
first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second 
time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  affairs  of  cities. 

Mr.  Cotillo  introduced  a  bill  (Int.  No.  448)  entitled  'An  act 
to  amend  the  Eeal  Property  Law,  in  relation  to  registering  title 
to  real  property,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unani- 
mous consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the 
committee  on  the  judiciary.

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Mr.  Aimes  introduced  a  bill  (Int.  No.  450)  entitled  "An  act 
to  amend  the  Highway  taw,  in  relation  to  bridges  on  county 
roads/'  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent 
was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on 
internal  affairs  of  towns,  counties  and  public  highways. 

iMr.  Seidel  introduced  a  bill  (Int.  No.  451)  entitled  *^An  act 
to  amend  the  General  City  Law,  in  relation  to  enabling  cities  to 
acquire  land  and  dwellings  by  purchase  or  condemnation  and  for 
the  erection  of  dwellings  to  be  sold  or  rented  to  the  inhabitants 
thereof  at  cost,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous 
consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee on  affairs  of  cities. 

Mr.  Duggan  introduced  a  bill  (Int.  No.  452)  entitled  "An  act 
to  amend  the  Greater  New  York  charter,  in  relation  to  alder- 
manic  districts,  the  division  of  the  city  into  the  same,  and  the 
boundaries  thereof,  and  to  districts  for  home  rule  and  local 
improvements,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous 
consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee on  affairs  of  cities. 

Mr.  Smith  introduced  a  bill  (Int.  No.  453)  entitled  "An  act 
to  amend  the  Greater  New  York  charter,  in  relation  to  promo- 
tions in  the  police  department,"  which  was  read  the  first  time, 
and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and 
referred  to  the  committee  on  affairs  of  cities. 

Mr.  Knight  introduced  a  bill  (Int.  No.  454)  entitled  "An  act 
making  an  appropriation  for  personal  service  and  for  main- 
tenance and  operation  of  the  Labor  Department,"  which  was 
read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the 
second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  finance. 

Mr.  Thayer  introduced  a  bill  (Int.  No.  455)  entitled  "An  act 
to  amend  the  Membership  Corporations  Law,  in  relation  to 
co-operative  agricultural,  dairy  or  horticultural  associations," 
which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  bv  unanimous  consent  was 
also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  the 
judiciary. 

Mr.  Straus  introduced  a  bill  (Int.  No.  456)  entitled  "An  act 
to  amend  chapter  one  hundred  and  fifty-two  of  the  Laws  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-four,  entitled  ^An  act  providing 
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for  the  improvement  of  the  land  and  water  front  adjacent  to 
Riverside  park  in  the  city  of  New  York  hy  extending  and  improv- 
ing said  park,  and  regulating  the  use  of  said  land  and  water 
front/  in  relation  to  the  maintenance  of  objectionable  businesses 
upon  certain  lands  in  the  city  of  New  York,"  which  was  read 
the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  sec- 
ond time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  affairs  of  cities. 

Also,  a  bill  (Int  No.  457)  entitled  "An  act  t(v  amend  the 
Workmen^s  Compensation  Law,  in  relation  to  providing  com- 
pensation for  private  chauffeurs,"  which  was  read  the  first  time, 
and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and 
referred  to  the  committee  on  labor  and  industry. 

Also,  a  bill  (Int.  No.  458)  entitled-  "An  act  to  amend  the 
Workmen's  Compensation  Law,  in  relation  to  the  employees 
covered  thereby,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unani- 
mous consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the 
committee  on  labor  and  indusirv. 

Also,  a  bill  (Int.  No.  459)  entitled  An  act  to  amend  the  Penal 
Law,  in  relation  to  discrimination  in  leasing  apartments,"  which 
was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read 
the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  codes. 

Mr.  Katlin  introduced  a  bill  (Int.  No.  460)  entitled  "  An  act 
to  amend  the  Penal  Law,  by  authorizing  the  pursuit  of  their 
businesses  and  occupations  by  certain  persons  on  the  first  day  of 
the  week,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  con- 
sent was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  commit- 
tee on  codes. 

Mr.  Downing  introduced  a  bill  (Int.  No.  461)  entitled  "An 
act  to  amend  the  Education  Law,  in  relation  to  the  tenure  of 
office  of  superintendents  of  schools  and  associate  superintend- 
ents," which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent 
was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on 
public  education. 

The  Assembly  sent  for  concurrence  the  bill  (No.  375,  Eec.  No. 
17)  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  the  Conservation  Law,  in  relation 
to  licenses  for  the  sale  of  ferrets,"  which  was  read  the  first  time, 
and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and 
referred  to  the  committee  on  conservation. 
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Also,  a  bill  (No.  27,  Rec  No.  18)  entitled  "An  act  to  amend 
the  Penal  Law^  in  relation  to  the  prohibition  of  the  use  of  device 
of  arzQS  of  the  State  on  certain  vehicles/'  which  was  read  the  first 
time^  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time^ 
and  referred  to  the  committee  on  codes. 

Also,  a  bill  (No.  143,  Rec.  No.  19)  entitled  "An  act  to  amend 
the  Conservation  Law,  in  relation  to  the  appropriation  of  real 
property,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  oon- 
sent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  conunittee 
on  conservation. 

Also,  a  bill  (No,  524,  Eec.  No.  20)  entitled  "An  act  to  amend 
section  four  hundred  and  sixty-one  of  the  Judiciary  Law,  relative 
to  the  qualifications  of  members  of  the  State  Board  of  Law  Exami- 
ers,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was 
also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  the 
judiciary. 

Also,  a  bill  (No.  311,  Rec.  No*  21)  entitled  "An  act  to  amend 
the  Penal  Law,  in  relation  to  the  wearing  of  military  badges, 
insignia,  clasps,  rosettes  and  buttons,"  which  was  read  the  first 
time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  tinie^ 
and  referred  to  the  committee  on  codes. 

Also,  a  bill  (No.  365,  Rec.  No.  22)  entitled  "An  act  to  amend 
the  Conservation  Law,  in  relation  to  trespass  upon  private  parks  or 
lands  where  foxes  or  other  fur-bearing  animals  are  bred,"  which 
was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read 
the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  conservation. 

Mr.  Meyer,  from  the  committee  on  privileges  and  elections, 
presented  a  report  in  the  words  following : 

In  the  matter  of  the  Contest  for  the  Seat  in  the  Senate  of  the 
State  of  New  York  for  the  Twenty-third  District  by  John  J, 
Dunnigan  against  George  H.  Taylor. 

To  the  Honorable  Senate  of  the  Stale  of  New  York: 

Tour  committee  on  privileges  and  elections,  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred the  above  contest,  submits  the  following  report: 

A  notice  of  contest  for  the  seat  in  the  Senate  for  the  twenty- 
third  district,  bearing  date  the  31st  day  of  December,  1920,  was 
filed  by  John  J.  Dunnigan. 

In  pursuance  to  notice  duly  given  by  the  committee,  John 
J.  Dunnigan,  the  contestant,  appeared  before  the  committee  in 
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person  and  by  John  T.  Dooling,  Esq.,  his  counsel,  and  George  H. 
Tajlor,  the  holder  of  the  certificate  of  election,  appeared  before 
the  committee  in  person  and  by  his  counsel,  John  Boyle,  Jr., 
Esq.,  as  appears  by  the  minutes  of  the  committee  taken  and  filed 
herewith. 

And  the  committee,  having  heard  the  parties  and  having  ex- 
amined all  the  ballots  cast  at  the  general  election  held  on  the  2d 
day  of  November,  1920,  in  the  Twenty-third  Senatorial  District 
and  contained  in  the  ballot  boxes  of  said  district  and  also  the 
ballots  marked  "  wholly  blank,"  "  void  '^  and  "  protested  "  and 
contained  in  the  envelopes  returned  to  the  county  clerk  of  the 
county  of  The  Bronx,  and  also  the  ballots  knoAvn  as  the  war 
ballots  cast  by  the  electors  in  the  military  service  of  the  United 
States  and  in  the  custody  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  of  The  Bronx, 
finds  as  follows: 

1.  That  on  the  2d  day  of  November,  1920,  at  the  general  elec- 
tion held  on  said  day,  John  J.  Dunnigan  was  the  democratic 
candidate  for  Senator  from  the  twenty-third  district  and  George 
H.  Tavlor  was  the  republican  candidate  for  Senator  from  the 
twenty-third  district. 

2.  That  the  returns  were  thereafter  canvassed  by  the  board  of 
canvassers  of  the  county  of  The  Bronx. 

3.  That  as  a  result  of  said  canvass  John  J.  Dunnigan  was 
found  to  have  received  28,765  votes  and  George  H.  Taylor  28,792 
votes  and,  accordingly,  a  certificate  of  election  was  issued  to 
George  H.  Taylor. 

4.  That  thereafter  a  notice  of  contest  for  said  &eat  was  filed 
by  John  J.  Dunnigan, 

5.  That  your  committee  recounted  all  the  ballots  cast  at  said 
election,  including  the  so-called  war  ballots,  and,  as  a  result,  your 
committee  finds  the  following  number  of  votes  were  cast  for  the 
respective  candidates: 

6th  Assenibly  District,  John  J.  Dunnigan 8,640 

7th  Assembly  District,  John  J.  Dunnigan 7,063 

8th  Assembly  District,  John  J.  Dunnigan 13,027 

Total,  John  J.  Dunnigan , 28,730 

6th  Assembly  District,  George  H.  Taylor 7,823 

7th  Assembly  District,  George  H.  Taylor. . . ; 6,875 

ath  AssemWy  District,  George  H.  Taylor 14,021 

Total,   George  H*   Taylor .- 2S,719 
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6.  Your  committee  accordingly  finds  that  at  the  general  elec- 
tion held  on  the  2d  day  of  N^ovember,  1920,  John  J.  Dunnigan 
was  duly  elected  Senator  from  the  twenty-third  district  for  the 
term  commencing  January  1,  1921,  and  ending  on  the  1st  day 
of  January,  1923,  and  your  committee  respectfully  recommends 
that  an  appropriate  resolution  carrying  into  effect  the  findings  of 
this  committee  be  adopted.

Resolved,  That  Honorable  John  J.  Dunnigan  is  duly  electc<l 
and  is  entitled  to  hold  the  seat  now  occupied  by  Geor^'o  H.  Taylor 
in  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  New  York  as  the  ro|)i'e9entative 
from  the  twenty-third  district  from  January  1,  1921,  to  Januarv

provide  forms  of  government  for  the  counties  of  Westchester  and 
JS^assau,"  and  that  the  said  bill  be  amended,  reprinted  and  recom- 
mitted to  the  committee  on  the  judiciary.

lating or  increasing  accommodations  for  housing  or  business  pur- 
poses for  the  people  of  the  cities  of  this  State  and  especially  of 
the  city  of  Xew  York  as  though  the  same  had  been  expressly 
specified  herein." 

The  President  put  the  question  whether  the  Senate  would  agree 
to  said  motion,  and  it  was  decided  in  the  negative,  as  follows :

national  honor;  and 

Whereas,  The  governments  of  France  and  Great  Britain  have 
already  indicated  by  ceremony  and  the  return  of  one  of  their 
unknown  heroes,  their  respect  and  honorable  recognition  of  the 
heroic  sacrifices  of  these  men:  and 

Whereas,  The  American  Legion,  the  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars 
and  various  veteran  organizations  and  the  patriotic  citizens  gem- 
erally  have  endorsed  the  plan  to  thus  honor  our  heroes,  and  in- 
asmuch as  General  Pershing,  General  Wood  and  oth(*r  military 
and  civic  leaders  have  voiced  their  approval  of  the  plan,  not  only 
as  a  tribute  to  the  men  who  served,  but  as  a  patrioti'^r  appeal  and 
a  lesson  to  future  generations:  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  (if  the  Senate  concur).  That  the  Legislature  of  tho 
State  of  New  York  voice  its  approval  of  the  enactment  of  such

and  though  paying  seventy-three  per  centum  of  the  expenses  of 
the  State,  is  the  recipient  of  State  benefits  outrageously  dispro- 
portionate to  its  contribution  to  State  expenses; 

Whereas,  Because  of  its  insufficient  representation  in  the  Legis- 
lature it  has  been  discriminated  against  for  many  years  by  the 
enactment  of  laws  prejudicial  to  its  interests  and  destructive 
of  its  municipal  autonomy ; 

Whereas,  It  is  now  threatened  that  the  vears  of  discrimination 
are  about  to  culminate  in  a  policy  which  is  intended  to  deprive  it 
of  the  control  of  its  transportation  system,  to  destroy  its  vested 
contractual  rights  and  to  abrogate  its  constitutional  ri^t  to  make 
contracts  and  conduct  its  business  as  the  welfare  of  its  citizens 
may  make  necessary ; 

Be  it  Resolved  (if  the  Assembly  concur),  That  the  Congrea 
of  the  United  States  be  and  it  hereby  is  memorialized  and  the 
members  of  Congress  from  the  city  of  New  York  together  with 
the  Senators  from  this  State  be  earnestly  requested  to  take  such 
congressional  proceeding  as  shall  with  the  greatest  possible  des- 
patch provide  for  the  establishment  as  one  of  the  United  States  of 
a  new  State  to  be  known  as  the  State  of  Manhattan,  and  to  be 
erected  on  the  territory  now  embraced  within  the  boundaries  of 
the  city  of  New  York ; 

Be  it  further  Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  for- 
warded by  the  Secretary  of  State  in  due  form  to  the  Congress 
and  to  the  Senators  from  this  State  and  to  each  member  of  Con- 
gress from  the  city  of  New  York.

also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  public- 
service. 

No.  588)  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  the 
Greater  New  York  charter  so  as  to  provide  for  a  department  of 
transportation  in  and  for  the  city  of  New  York,"  which  was  read 
the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the 
second  time,  and  referred  to  the  conrmiittee  on  aifairs  of  cities. 

Mr.  Mullan  moved  that  the  committee  on  military  affairs  be 
discharged  from  the  consideration  of  Senate  bill  (No.  234,  Int. 
No.  227)  entitled  "An  act  to  repeal  article  one-a  of  the  Military 
Law  and  to  amend  the  Education  Law,  in  relation  to  military 
training  and  the  Military  Training  Commission,  and  to  abolish 
such  commission,"  and  that  the  said  bill  be  amended,  reprinted 
and  recommitted  to  the  committee  on  militarv  affairs. 

The  President  put  the  question  whether  the  Senate  would  agree 
to  said  motion,  and  it  was  decided  in  the  affirmative. 

The  Senate  bill  (Nd.  69,  Int  No.  68)  entitled  "An  act  to 
amend  the  Penal  Law,  in  relation  to  unauthorized  wearing  of 
badge  or  button  of  the  American  Legion  or  the  Military  Order 
of  the  World  War,"  having  been  announced  for  third  reading, 
Mr.  Duell  moved  that  said  bill  be  recommitted  to  the  committee 
on  codes  with  instructions  to  said  committee  to  amend  and  report 
the  same  forthwith,  to  be  reprinted  as  amended,  and  restored  to 
its  place  in  the  order  of  third  reading. 
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The  President  put  the  question  whether  the  Senate  would  agree 
to  said  motion,  and  it  was  decided  in  the  aflSrmative. 

Mr.  Walton,  from  the  committee  on  codes,  reported  said  bill 
amended  as  directed,  and  the  same  was  ordered  reprinted  and 
placed  on  the  order  of  third  reading. 

The  President  presented  the  report  of  Trustees  of  the  State 
Institute  for  the  Study  of  Malignant  Diseases,  which  was  laid 
upon  the  table  and  ordered  printed.

Page  56,  line  21,  strike  out  the  words  "  side  of  Long  Island 
railroad  ". 

Page  56,  line  21,  insert  in  italics  before  the  semicolon  ", 
through  the  southerly  portion  of  Nassau  county  on  a  route  to  be 
determined  by  the  commission  ".

Mr.  Carson,  from  tlie  committee  on  affairs  of  villages,  to  which 
was  referred  the  Senate  bill  introduced  by  Mr.  Thompson 
(No.  638,  Int  No.  4-95)  entitled  "An  net  to  amend  chapter  tvfo 
hundred  and  fifty-one  of  the  Laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and 
twenty,  entitled  'An  act  to  detiich  o  jyjrtion  of  the  village  of 
Lawrence  and  continue  it  as  a  part  of  the  town  of  Hewipstead,  ia 
the  county  of  Nassau,  and  to  provide  for  the  lien  of  village  taxea 
thereon,'  in  relation  to  providing  for  the  payment  by  the  owners 
of  fwoperty  detached  of  a  proportionate  share  of  existing  villaae 
liability  and  indebtedness,"  reported  in  favor  of  the  passage  of 
the  same,  wfaieh  rfport  was  agreed  to,  and  said  bill  committed  to 
the  committee  <rf  the  whole. 

Mr.  Carson,  from  the  committer?  on  affaii^  of  villages,  to  which 
was  referred  the  Senate  bill  introduced  by  Mr.  Thompson 
(Kb.  510,  Int  No.  467)  entitled  "An  act  giving  power  to  the 
trustees  of  the  village  of  Shoreham,  Sulfolk  county,  New  York, 
to  lease  a  portion  of  the  buildings  on  the  shore  front  in  such 
village  to  the  Shoreham  Country  Club,  Incorporated,  for  a  club 
house,"  reported  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  the  same,  which 
report  was  agreed  to,  and  said  bill  committed  .to  the  committee  of 
the  whole. 

Mr.  Carson,  from  the  conmiittee  on  affairs  of  villages,  to  which 
was  referred  the  Senate  bill  introduced  by  Mr.  Thompsoa 
(No.  434,  Int  No.  404)  entitled  "An  act  to  detach  a  portion  of 
the  village  of  Malveme  and  continue  it  as  a  part  of  the  town  of 
Hempstead,  in  the  county  of  Nassau,  and  to  provide  for  the  li«i 
of  village  taxes  thereon,"  reported  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  the 
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same,  which  report  was  agreed  to,  aiid  said  bill  coniniitted  to  the 
ccmmittee  of  the  whole. 

Mr.  Carson,  from  the  committee  on  affaii*s  of  villages,  to 
which  was  referred  the  Senate  bill  introduced  by  Mr.  Lusk 
(No.  445,  Int.  Xo.  413)  entitled  *^An  act  in  relation  to  nomina- 
tions for  public  office  to  be  voted  for  at  the  village  election  of  the 
Tillage  of  Endicott  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-one,'^ 
reported  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  the  same,  which  report  was 
agreed  to,  and  said  bill  restored  to  its  place  on  the  order  of  third 
reading. 

Mr.-  Ferris  moved  that  the  committee  on  the  judiciary  be  dis- 
charged from  the  consideration  of  Senate  bill  (No,  147,  Int. 
No.  145)  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  the  General  Business  Law, 
in  relation  to  the  licensing  of  professional  engineers  and  land  sur- 
veyors, generally,"  and  that  said  bill  be  amended,  reprinted  and 
recommitted  to  the  committee  on  the  judiciary. 

The  President  put  the  question  whether  the  Senate  would 
agree  to  said  motion,  and  it  was  decided  in  the  affinnative. 

The  Senate  bill   (No.  68,  Int.  No.  67)  entitled  "An  act  to 
amend  chapter  five  hundred  and  thirty-five  of  the  Laws  of  nineteen 
hundred  and  fifteen,  entitled  ^An  act  to  consolidate  and  revise

and  local  legislative  body  have  duly  accepted  the  same. 
Ordeied,  That  the  Clerk  deliver  said  bill  to  the  Governor. 
Mr.  Knight  moved  that  the  Senate  do  now  adj-oum. 
The  President  put  the  question  whether  the  Senate  would  agree 
to  said  motion,  and  it  was  decided  in  the  affirmative.

Whereas,  The  aforementioned  practices  constitute  a  menace 
not  only  to  the  integrity  of  the  labor  organizations  seeking  to 
improye  the  working  conditions  and  raise  the  standards  of  living 
of  the  workers,  but  sow  the  seeds  of  unfounded  mutual  suspicion 
in  industry,  create  artificial  antagonisms,  and  in  a  multiplicity 
of  other  ways  produce  anti-social  results;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  in  the  interests  of  the  people  of  this  Common- 
wealth to  know  the  extent  and  character  of  this  labor  espionage 
so  that  such  steps  may  be  taken  as  will  enable  the  Legislature 
to  adequately  cope  w^ith  this  evil;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  (if  the  Assembly  concur).  That  a  joint  legislative 
committee  is  hereby  constituted  to  consist  of  two  Senators  and 
throe  Assemblymen,  to  be  appointed  by  the  President  pro  tempore 
of  the  Senate,  and  the  Speaker  of  the  Assembly,  respectively,  with 
full  authority  to  investigate  the  aforementioned  practices  and

Whereas,  It  is  the  sense  of  this  Legislature  that  such  unpro- 
voked and  unjustified  slander  is  un-American  and  destructive 
of  the  ideals  of  true  American  citizenship  and  should  disqualify 
the  person  uttering  the  same  from  any  privilege  or  grant  of  favor 
which  it  is  in  the  power  of  the  Legislature  to  bestow ; 

Whereas,  It  is  reported  that  Mr.  Ford,  in  establishing  a  branch 
of  his  automobile  industry  in  this  State,  is  about  to  seek  from 
the  government  of  thi.^  State  certain  concessions  and  favors  which 
should  be  gratuitously  extended  only  to  patriotic,  democratic  and 
Inily  American  citizens  of  this  country; 

Resolved  (if  the  Assembly  concur),  That  before  any  such  con- 
cession, grant  of  favor  or  extension  of  privilege  be  made  to  the 
said  Heni-y  Ford,  the  official  or  officials  authorized  to  make  the

was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read 
the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  the  judiciary.

sent was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee on  affairs  of  cities. 

Also,  a  bill  (No.  744,  Bee.  Xo.  95)  entitled  '*An  act  to  amend 
the  Highway  Law,  in  relation  to  the  construction  of  county  roads 
in  certain  cities  of  the  third  class,"  which  was  read  the  first  time, 
and  bv  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and 
referred  to  the  committee  on  internal  affairs  of  towns,  counties 
and  public  highways. 

Also,  a  bill  (No.  1038,  Bee.  No.  96)  entitled  "An  act  to 
«mend  chapter  nine  hundred  and  two  of  the  Laws  of  nineteen 
hundred  and  twenty,  entitled  *An  act  to  provide  for  a  convention, 
representing  the  judiciary  and  the  bar,  to  consider  and  adopt 
rules  of  civil  practice,  and  making  an  appropriation  therefor,' 
in  relation  to  esrtending  the  time  for  filing  the  rules,"  which  was 
read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  wa£  also  read  the 
second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  codes. 

Also,  a  bill  (No.  980,  Bee.  No.  97)  entitled  "An  act  to  amend 
the  Highway  Law,  in  relation  to  the  amount  which  may  be  raised 
ioT  the  purchase  or  repairs  of  highway  machinery,"  which  was 
read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the 
second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  internal  affairs  of 
towns,  counties  and  public  highways. 
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Abo,  a  bill  (No.  816,  Eec  Xo.  &8)  entitled  ''An  act  to  amend 
chapter  two  hundred  and  fifty-one  erf  the  Laws  of  nineteen  hunt- 
dred  and  twenty,  entitled  'An  act  to  detach  a  portion  of  the  village 
of  Lawrence  and  eontinne  it  as  a  part  of  the  town  of  Hempstead^ 
ill  the  county  of  Nasean,  and  to  provide  for  the  ILen  of  village 
taxes  thereoii/  in  relation  to  providing  for  the  payment  by  the 
owneiTs  of  property  detached  of  a  proportionate  ahare  of  existing 
village  liability  and  indebtedness/'  which  was  read  the  first  time, 
and  bv  unanimoua  consent  was  also  read  the  aecond  time. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Thompflon,  and  by  unanimoufi  consexKt,  the 
rules  were  suspended,  and  said  bill  ordered  to  a  third  reading.

purposes  or  for  any  or  all  of  such  purposes,  and  to  provide  for 
the  removal  of  remains  in  such  cemetery  and  the  reinterment 
thei-eof,"  for  the  purpose  of  amendment. 

The  President  put  the  question  whether  the  Senate  would  agree 
to  said  resolution,  and  it  was  decided  in  the  affirmative.

Mr.  Wiswall  moved  that  the  committee  on  the  judiciary  be 
discharged  from  the  consideration  of  Senate  bill  (Na  800,  Int.

Resolved  (if  the  Assembly  concur),  That  a  commission  be

Whereas,  Complaints  and  charges  have  been  made  that  certain 
persons,  copartnerships,  firms,  associations  and  corporations  have 
made,  are  making  and  offering  to  make  pretended  purchased  or 
sales,  either  upon  credit  or  margin,  of  shares  of  stocks  in  cor- 
porations, bonds,  options  and  other  evidences  of  debt,  without 
intending  a  bona  fide  purchase  or  sale  of  the  same,  but  with  the 
intent  that  there  shall  be  no  actual  or  bona  fide  receipt  or  de- 
livery of  any  such  securities  or  commodities,  but  intending  a 
settlement  of  such  contract  based  upon  the  difference  in  such 
public  market  quotations  of  prices  at  which  said  securities  or  com- 
modities are,  or  are  asserted  to  be,  bought  or  sold,  and  are  con- 
ducting and  operating  ^^ bucket  shops",  as  prohibited  by  section 
390  of  the  Penal  Law  of  the  State  of  New  York ;  now,  therefore, 
be  it 

Resolved  (if  the  Assembly  concur).  That  a  joint  committee  of 
the  Senate  and  Assembly  be  hereby  created  to  coneist  of  five  mem- 
bers of  the  Senate,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Temporary  President, 
and  five  members  of  the  Assembly,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker 
of  the  Assembly,  to  investigate  and  ascertain  whether  any  per- 
son, copartnership,  firm,  association  or  corporation  whether 
acting  in  his,  their  or  its  own  right,  as  an  officer,  agent,  servant, 
correspondent  or  representative  of  another  has  made  or  is  making 
or  offering  to  make,  or  is  assisting  in  making  or  offering  to  make 
any  contract  respecting  the  purchase  or  sale,  either  upon  credit 
or  margin,  of  any  securities  or  commodities,  including  all  evi- 
dences of  debt  or  property  and  options  for  the  purchase  thereof, 
shares  in  any  corporation  or  association,  bonds,  coupons,  script, 
rights,  choees  in  action  and  other  evidences  of  debt  or  property 
and  options  for  the  purchase  thereof  or  anything  movable  that  is 
bought  and  sold,  not  intending  the  actual  bona  fide  receipt  or  de- 
livery of  any  such  securities  or  commodities,  but  intending  a 
settlement  of  such  contract  based  upon  the  difference  in  such 
public  market  quotations  of  prices  at  which  said  securities  or 
commodities  are,  or  are  asserted  to  be,  bought  or  sold,  or  is  con- 
ducting or  has  conducted  or  operated  or  is  operating  any  "  bucket 
shop'^,  and  report  and  disclose  the  facts  showing  the  nature  and 
extent  of  such  operations;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  such  conunittee  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  choose  from  its  members  a  chairman,  and  is  author- 
ized to  employ  such  assistants  as  it  may  deem  necessary  for  the 
prosecution  of  its  work,  may  sit  and  conduct  its  investigations 
anywhere  within  the  State,  and  may  take  and  hear  proofs  and 
testimony,  subpoena  and  compel  attendance  of  witnesses,  compel 
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the  production  of  books,  records,  papers  and  documents,  and  oiber- 
wise  have  and  exercise  all  the  powers  provided  by  legislative  law ; 
and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  no  person  shall  be  excused  from  attending 
and  testifying  before  said  committee  or  before  any  subcommittee 
thereof,  or  from  producing  books,  papers,  contracts,  agreements 
or  documents  before  the  committee  or  such  subcommittee  in 
obedience  to  its  subpoena  on  the  ground  or  for  the  reason  that 
the  testimony  or  evidence,  documentary  or  otherwise,  required  of 
him  may  tend  to  incriminate  or  degrade  him  or  to  subject  him  to 
a  penalty  or  forfeiture ;  but  no  person  so  attending  and  testifying 
or  producing  such  books,  papers  or  documents  shall  be  subjected 
to  prosecution  or  to  any  penalty  or  forfeiture  for  or  on  account 
of  the  particular  transaction,  matter  or  thing  concerning  which 
he  may  testify  or  produce  evidence,  documentary  or  otherwise, 
before  said  committee  or  subcommittee;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  such  committee  shall  begin  its  sittings,  hear- 
ingS;.  and  investigation  immediately,  and  the  committee  as  a 
whole  or  through  subcommittees  may  hold  sittings  beyond  the 
gession  of  the  Legislature  and  during  the  recesses  thereof  and 
after  its  final  adjournment.  The  committee  shall  report  to  the 
Legislature  with  all  convenient  speel,  but  in  no  event  later  than  the 
Ist  day  of  February,  1922,  the  result  of  all  its  invefetigationa 
under  the  above  cited  resolution,  with  its  recommendations,  and 
shall  formulate  such  legislative  plans  as  the  committee  may  deem 
necessary  to  remedy  such  conditions;  and  be  it 

Resolved,  That  whenever  it  shall  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of 
said  committee  that  sufficient  proof  of  a  violation  or  violationp 
of  said  section  390  of  the  Penal  Law  is  obtained,  or  is  available, 
as  to  justify  a  prosecution  or  prosecutions  of  any  person,  persons, 
copartnerships,  firms,  associations  or  corporations,  then  the  proof 
thereof  together  with  such  information  as  is  available,  shall  be 
transmitted  to  the  prosecuting  officer  of  the  county  or  counties  in 
which  such  violation  occurred,  if  in  the  option  of  said  committee, 
public  interests  shall  be  benefitted  thereby. 

Resolved,  That  the  sum  of  $25,000,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may 
be  necessary,  shall  be  paid  for  the  expenses  of  such  committee, 
from  the  legislative  contingent  fund  upon  vouchers  audited  and 
ai)proved  as  provided  by  law. 

Ordered,  That  said  resolution  be  referred  to  the  conmiittee  on 
finance.

It  shaH  be  in  the  power  of  either  house  to  amend  any 
amendment  made  by  the  other  to  any  bill  or  resolution. 
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Kulc  2.  In  every  ease  of  difference  between  the  two  houses, 
upon  any  subject  oif  legislation,  either  house  may  request  a  con- 
ference and  appoint  a  committee  for  that  purpose,  and  the  other 
shall  also  appoint  a  committee  to  confer.  The  committee  shall , 
meet  at  such  hour  and  place  as  shall  be  appointed  by  the  chairman 
of  the  committee  on  the  part  of  the  house  requesting  such  con- 
ference. The  committee  shall  report  in  writing,  and  shall  be 
authorized  to  report  such  modifications  or  amendments  as  they 
think  advisable.  But  no  committee  on  confereaice  shall  consider 
or  report  oji  any  matter  except  those  directly  at  issue  between  the 
two  houses.  The  papers  shall  be  left  with  the  conferees  of  the 
house  assenting  to  such  conference,  and  they  shall  present  the 
report  of  the  committee  to  their  house.  When  such  house  shall 
have  acted  thereon,  it  shall  transmit  the  same,  and  the  papers 
relating  thereto,  to  the  other,  with  a  message  certifying  its  action 
thereon.  Every  report  of  a  committee  of  conference  shall  be  read 
through,  in  each  house,  before  a  vote  is  taken  on  the  sama 

Rule  3.  It  shall  be  in  order  for  either  house  to  recede  from  any 
subject  matter  of  difference  existing  between  the  two  houses  at 
any  time  previous  to  conference,  whether  the  papers  on  which 
such  difference  arose  are  before  the  house  receding,  formally  or 
informally;  and  on  such  vote  to  recede  the  same  number  shall 
be  required  to  constitute  a  quorum  to  act  thereon,  and  to  assent 
to  such  receding,  as  was  required  on  the  original  question  out  of 
which  the  difference  arose. 

Rule  4.  In  case  of  a  failure  of  the  conferees  to  agree,  a  report 
of  such  failure  may  be  made  and  a  further  conference  may  be 
had,  either  by  the  same  or  new  committees  appointed  for  such 
purpose.  After  each  house  shall  have  refused  conference  and 
shall  have  adhered  to  their  disagreement,  the  bill  which  is  the 
subject  of  difference  shall  be  deemed  lost,  and  shall  not  be  again 
revived  during  the  same  session  in  either  house. 

Rule  5.  All  joint  committees  of  the  two  houses,  and  all  com- 
mittees of  conference,  shall  consist  of  tliree  Senators  and  five 
members  of  Assembly,  unless  otherwise  specially  ordered  by  con- 
current resolution,  and  in  voting,  all  questions  shall  be  determined 
by  the  vote  of  the  committee  of  each  house  taken  separately. 

Rule  6.  Whenever  there  shall  be  an  election  of  officers  by  the 
joint  action  of  the  two  houses,  the  result  shall  be  certified  by  the 
president  of  the  Senate  and  speaker  of  the  Assembly,  and  shall  be 
reported  by  the  presiding  officer  of  each  house  to  their  respective 
houses,  and  be  entered  on  the  journals  of  each,  and  shall  be  com- 
municated to  such  official  as  the  law  may  require  by  the  clerks 
of  the  two  houses. 
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Ordered,  That  said  resolution  be  referred  to  the  committee  on 
rules.

Resolved,  (if  the  Assembly  concur).  That  the  State  depart- 
ment at  Washington  be  requested  to  instruct  the  United  States 
Ambassador  to  the  British  Empire  to  make  inquiry  and  report 
fully  upon  the  state  of  affairs  in  Ireland.

Ordered,  That  the  Clerk  deliver  said  resolution  to  the  .Assem- 
bly and  request  their  concurrence  therein. 

The  Assembly  returned  the  above  resolution,  with  a  message 
that  they  have  concurred  in  the  passage  of  the  same. 

Ordered,  That  the  Clerk  deliver  said  resolution  to  the  Gover- 
nor. 

Mr.  Walton  offered  a  resolution,  in  the  words  following : 

Resolved  (if  the  Assembly  concur),  That  the  Joint  Legislative 
Committee  on  Simplification  of  Civil  Practice  last  continued  by 
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joint  resolution  of  the  Legislature  of  1920  to  prepare  and  submit 
to  the  Legii^lature  a  plan  for  the  simplification  of  practice  in  the 
courts  of  the  State,  be  continued  with  all  the  powers  and  duties 
heretofore  conferred  or  imposed  upon  such  committee,  and  that 
the  time  for  it  to  make  a  final  report  to  the  Legislature  be  ex- 
tended to  April  15,  1922;  further 

Resolved.  That  vacancies  in  the  membership  of  such  committee 
from  the  Senate  be  filled  by  the  Temporary  President  of  the 
Senate,  and  from  the  Assembly  by  the  Speaker  of  the  Assembly. 

The  President  put  the  question  whether  the  Senate  would  agree 
to  said  resolution,  and  it  was  decided  in  the  affirmative.

Mr.  Mullan,  in  behalf  of  Mr.  Thayer,  offered  a  resolution,  in 
the  words  following: 

Whereas,  One-half  the  land  area  of  New  York  State  is  poten- 
tial forest  land,  suitable;  for  growing  trees  and  not  for  agricul- 
ture, but  only  a  small  proportion  of  such  potential  forest  land 
is  now  being  properlv  handled  for  the  production  of  successive 
timber  crops ;  and 

Whereas,  Even  with  a  proper  administration  of  all  potential 
forest  land  within  the  State,  New  York  will  continue  to  be  unable 
to  grow  sufficient  timber  to  meet  the  great  demands  of  the  State's 
enormously  important  wood  using  industries,  and  thus  must  at  all 
times  import  much  lumber  from  without  the  State ;  and 

Whereas,  Other  States  in  the  great  timber  producing  region? 
of  the  United  States  are  each  year  cutting  far  more  timber  than 
they  annually  produce,  with  the  result  that  serious  timber  shortage 
for  the  whole  nation  has  already  been  definitely  forecasted  by  the 
United  States  Forest  Service,  so  thnt  correct  forestry  practices 
in  other  States  are  equally  as  important  to  the  industries  of  New 
York  State  as  correct  forestry  practices  in  New  York  State  itself: 
and 

Whereas,  There  is  now  pending  in  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States  a  bill,  H.  R.  15327,  which  recognizes  the  principles  of 
Federal  leadership  and  co-operation  with  the  States  in  forestry 
matters,  and  which  proposes  to  establish  in  the  fundamental 
Federal  foiest  policy  those  principles  which  have  long  been  recog- 
nized as  wise  and  effective  in  the  forestry  laws  and  practices  of 
New  York  State,  and  to  extend  to  the  individual  States  financial 
and  other  assistance  in  the  application  of  those  principles;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  the  sense  of  the  Lecnslature  of  the  State  of  New 
York  that  it  is  of  the  most  urgent  importance  to  the  entire 
country  and  to  each  individual  State  which  either  produces  or 
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uses  forest  products  to  immediately  institute  strong  and  construc- 
tive measures  to  check  the  waste  of  forest  resources  and  to  insure 
the  production  of  merchantahle  timber  upon  all  potential  forest 
land,  but  without  impairing  the  great  wood  using  industries,  upon 
which  the  material  prosperity  and  even  culture  and  civilization

H.  R.  15327,  and  that  the  representatives  of  this  State  in  Congress 
be  and  they  hereby  are  requested  to  do  all  in  their  power  to  secure 
'he  passage  of  such  bill.

31) 
entitled  "An  act  to  amend  chapter  fifty-three  of  the  Laws  of  eigh- 
teen hundred  and  eighty-two,  entitled  ^An  act  to  provide  for 
erecting  and  completing  an  addition  to  the  toAvn  hall  in  Saratoga 
Springs,'  in  relation  to  the  duties  of  the  supervisor,"  reported  in 
favor  of  the  passage  of  the  same,  which  report  was  agr^red  to, 
and  said  bill  committed  to  the  committee  of  the  whole. 

Mr.  Hewitt  moved  that  the  committee  of  the  whole  be  dis- 
charged from  the  consideration  of  Senate  bill  (No.  959,  Int.  No. 
856)  entitled  "An  act  making  an  appropriation  for  the  State's 
share  of  the  cost  of  construction  and  improvement  of  rural  post 
roads  within  the  State,  under  the  provisions  of  certain  acts  of 
Congress,  which  provide  that  the  United  States  shall  aid  in  the 
constniction  of  i-ural  postal  roads,  and  for  other  purposes,  to  be 
expended  in  accordance  with  article  six-a  of  the  Highway  Law,'' 
and  that  the  said  bill  be  amended,  reprinted  and  recommitted  to 
the  committee  of  the  whole. 

The  President  put  the  question  whether  the  Senate  would  agree 
to  said  motion,  and  it  was  decided  in  the  affirmative. 

The  Senate  bill  (No.  332,  Int.  No.  319)  entitled  "An  act  to 
amend  an  act  entitled  'An  act  authorizing  the  Commissioners  of 
the  Land  Office  to  convey  to  the  city  of  Cortland  all  the  right, 
title  and  interest  of  the  State  of  Xew  York  in  and  to  the  whole  or 
any  portion  of  the  site  of  the  State  Normal  and  Training  School 
in  such  city,'  by  authorizing  the  conveyance  of  some  portion 
thereof  to  the  county  of  Cortland,"  was  returned  by  the  mayor  of 
the  city  of  Cortland  with  a  certificate  that  a  public  hearing  has 
been  duly  held  on  said  bill  in  pursuance  of  law,  and  that  the 
mayor  and  local  legislative  body  have  duly  accepted  the  same. 

Ordered,  That  the  Clerk  deliver  said  bill  to  the  Grovernor. 

Tho  Assembly  returned  the  Senate  bill  (Xo.  677,  Int.  No.  619) 
entitled  "An  act  to  amend  chapter  two  hundred  and  eighty-five 
of  the  Laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  three,  entitled  'An  act  to 
organize  and  establish  a  police  department  in  the  village  of  Port 
Chester,'  in  relation  to  moneys  constituting  the  police  pension 
fund  and  the  j>ayment  of  pensions,"  with  a  message  that  they  have 
concurred  in  the  passage  of  the  same. 

Ordered,  That  the  Clerk  deliver  said  bill  to  the  Governor. 
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The  President  presented  the  report  of  the  Mohawk  and  Hudson 
River  Humane  Society,  which  was  laid  upon  the  table  and 
ordered  printed.

The  Senate  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

The  Temporary  President  in  the  chair. 

Prayer  by  Rev.  C.  R.  Story. 

The  journal  of  Friday,  March  18th,  was  read  and  approved. 

Mr.  Lowman  introduced  a  bill  (Int.  No.  1052)  entitled  "An 
act  to  amend  the  Highway  Law,  in  relation  to  disposition  of  fines 
and  penalties  for  violations  of  local  ordinances,  rules  and  regula- 
tions relating  to  motor  vehicles,"  which  was  read  the  first  time, 
and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and 
referred  to  the  committee  on  internal  aflFairs  of  towns,  counties 
and  public  highways. 

Also,  a  bill  (Int.  No.  1053)  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  the 
Highway  Law,  in  relation  to  the  disposition  of  the  county's  portion 
of  fees  collected  for  the  registration  of  motor  vehicles,"  which  was 
read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the 
second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  internal  affairs  of 
towns,  counties  and  public  highways. 

Also,  a  bill  (Int.  No.  1054)  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  the  High- 
way Law,  in  relation  to  the  removal  of  town  superintendent," 
which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also 
read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  internal  aifairs 
of  towns,  counties  and  public  highways. 

Mr.  Hewitt  introduced  a  bill  (Int.  No.  1055)  entitled  "An  act 
making  an  appropriation  for  the  payment  by  the  State  in  the  first 
instance  of  the  Federal  government's  share  of  the  cost  of  construe- 
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tion  and  improvement  of  rural  post  roads  within  the  State,  as 
provided  under  the  provisions  of  an  act  of  Congress,  entitled  *An 
act  to  provide  that  the  United  States  shall  aid  the  States  in  the 
construction  of  rural  post  roads  and  for  other  purposes,"  which 
was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read 
the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  finance. 

Mr.  Walton  introduced  a  bill  (Int.  No.  1056)  entitled  "An  act 
to  amend  the  Prison  Law  and  the  Mental  Deficiency  Law,  in  rela- 
tion to  converting  the  Eastern  New  York  Reformatory  into  a  State 
institution  for  mental  defectives,"  which  was  read  the  first  time, 
and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and 
referred  to  the  committee  on  penal  institutions. 

Mr.  Campbell  introduced  a  bill  (Int.  No.  1057)  entitled  "An 
act  to  amend  the  Judiciary  Law,  in  relation  to  compensation  of 
interpreters,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous 
consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee on  the  judiciary. 

Mr.  Thayer  introduced  a  bill  (Int.  No.  1058)  entitled  "An  act 
to  amend  chapter  eighty-seven  of  the  Laws  of  eighteen  hundred 
and  ninety-three,  entitled  ^An  act  to  amend  chapter  three  hundred 
and  thirty-five  of  the  Laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-eight, 
entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  city  of  Ogdensburg,"  and  the 
acts  amending  the  same,'  in  relation  to  police  department  fund/' 
which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also 
read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  affairs  of 
cities. 

Mr.  Tolbert  introduced  a  bill  (Int.  No.  1059)  entitled  "An  art 
to  incorporate  The  Corner  House,"  which  was  read  the  first  time, 
and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and 
referred  to  the  committee  on  the  judiciary. 

Mr.  Smith  introduced  a  bill  (Int  No.  1060)  entitled  "An  act 
to  amend  the  Education  Law,  in  relation  to  the  retirement  from 
active  service  of  employees  of  boards  of  education,  other  than 
superintendents  and  teachers,  in  cities  having  a  population  of  one 
hundred  thousand  or  more,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by 
unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to 
the  committee  on  public  education. 

Mr.  Swift  introduced  a  bill  (Int.  No.  1061)  entitled  "An  act 
authorizing  the  city  of  Buffalo  to  acquire  the  lands  authorized  to 
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be  acquired  by  it  by  chapter  one  hundred  and  forty-two  of  the  Laws 
of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  which  have  not  yet  been  acquired 
by  said  city,  providing  the  purposes  for  which  such  lands  may  be 
used  by  said  city,  and  confirming  the  acts  of  the  city  in  purchasing 
parts  of  said  lands,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unani- 
mous consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the 
committee  on  affairs  of  cities. 

Mr.  Kavanaugh  introduced  a  bill  (Int.  No.  1062)  entitled  "An 
act  to  provide  for  extending  the  boundaries  of  the  city  of  Sche- 
nectady by  annexing  thereto  a  part  of  the  towns  of  Niskayuna  and 
Rotterdam  by  vote  of  the  electors  of  the  territory  proposed  to  be 
annexed,  and  to  provide  for  the  government  of  the  annexed  ter- 
ritory,  for  the  payment  of  school  and  sewer  district  bonded  indebt- 
edness and  the  disposal  of  sewage,"  which  was  read  the  first  time, 
and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and 
referred  to  the  committee  on  affairs  of  cities. 

Also,  a  bill  (Int.  No.  1063)  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  the 
charter  of  the  city  of  Mechanicville,  in  relation  to  the  correction 
of  a  manifest  error  in  reference  to  the  date  of  the  general  munir 
cipal  election,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous 
consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee on  affairs  of  cities. 

Mr.  Fearon  introduced  a  bill  (Int.  No.  1064)  entitled  "An  act 
to  amend  the  Lien  Law  and  the  Personal  Property  Law,  in  rela- 
tion to  filing  and  renewal  of  chattel  mortgages,  and  the  filing  of 
contracts  for  the  conditional  sale  of  goods  and  chattels,"  which 
was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read 
the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  the  judiciary. 

Mr.  Lusk  introduced  a  bill  (Int.  No.  1065)  entitled  "An  act  to 
amend  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Norwich,"  which  was  read  the 
first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time, 
and  referred  to  the  committee  on  the  judiciary. 

Also,  a  bill  (Int.  No.  1066)  entitled  "  Concurrent  resolution 
of  the  Senate  and  Assembly  proposing  an  amendment  to  section 
nine  of  article  four  of  the  Constitution,  in  relation  to  powers  of 
the  Governor  with  respect  to  special,  private  or  local  bills,"  which 
was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read 
the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  affairs  of  cities. 
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Mr.  Davenport  introduced  a  bill  (Int.  No.  1067)  entitled  "An 
act  to  amend  the  Public  Lands  Law,  in  relation  to  abandonment 
of  lands  held  by  the  State  under  erroneous  tax  deeds,"  which  was 
read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the 
second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  taxation  and 
retrenchment. 

Also,  a  bill  (Int.  No.  1068)  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  the  Tax 
Law,  in  relation  to  cancellation  of  tax  sales,"  which  was  read  the 
first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time, 
and  referred  to  the  committee  on  taxation  and  retrenchment. 

Mr.  Kavanaugh  introduced  a  bill  (Int.  No.  1069)  entitled  "An 
act  to  legalize  and  validate  the  acts  and  proceedings  of  the  village 
of  Waterford,  its  voters,  ofiicers  and  agents  in  relation  to  paying 
portions  of  Third  street  and  Sixth  street,  in  said  village,  and  to 
authorize  the  issuance  and  sale  of  bonds  of  said  village  for  the 
village  share  of  the  costs  of  such  paving,"  which  was  read  the  first 
time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Kavanaugh,  and  by  unanimous  consent,  the 
rules  were  suspended,  and  said  bill  ordered  to  a  third  reading 
and  referred  to  the  committee  on  affairs  of  villages,  retaining  its 
place  on  the  ordfer  of  third  reading. 

Mr.  Straus  introduced  a  bill  (Int.  No.  1070)  entitled  "An 
act  to  provide  for  a  State  milk  arbitration  board,  as  a  State  health 
measure,  to  investigate  and  regulate  the  production,  transporta- 
tion, manufacture,  storage,  distribution  and  price  of  milk  in  the 
State  of  New  York,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unani- 
mous consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the 
committee  on  agriculture. 

Mr.  Knight  introduced  a  bill  (Int.  No.  1071)  entitled  "An  act 
to  amend  the  Education  Law,  in  relation  to  the  establishment  of 
a  department  of  extension  teacher  training  at  the  State  Normal 
School  at  Oeneseo,  in  connection  with  the  Craig  Colony  for 
Epileptics  at  Sonyea,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by 
unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred 
to  the  committee  on  public  education. 

Also,  a  bill  (Int.  No.  1072)  entitled  "An  act  to  legalize,  ratify 
and  confirm  the  acts  and  proceedings  of  the  village  of  Lima, 
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Livingston  county,  in  relation  to  the  issuance  and  sale  of  bonds 
for  the  construction  of  a  water  main,  and  to  provide  for  the 
issuance,  sale  and  payment  of  such  bonds,"  which  was  read  the 
first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second 
time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  the  judiciary. 

Mr.  Thompson  introduced  a  bill  (Int.  No.  1073)  entitled  "An 
act  to  amend  the  Village  Law,  in  relation  to  the  powers  of  boards 
of  trustees  for  the  lease  and  maintenance  of  public  hack  stands," 
which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also 
read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  affairs 
of  villages. 

Mr.  Kavanaugh  introduced  a  bill  (Int.  No.  1074)  entitled  "An 
act  to  confer  jurisdiction  upon  the  Court  of  Claims  to  hear  and 
determine  the  claim  of  Vinita  Kathleen  Quackenbush  for  personal 
injuries  alleged  to  have  been  sustained  while  she  was  employed  by 
the  State,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  con- 
sent was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee 
on  the  judiciary. 

Mr.  Gibbs  introduced  a  bill  (Int.  Xo.  1075)  entitled  "An  act 
to  amend  the  Conservation  Law,  in  relation  to  licensing  the  use 
of  water  power,  and  to  providing  for  the  exercise  of  the  power 
of  eminent  domain,  in  relation  to  the  production,  sale  and  distri- 
bution of  heat,  light  and  power  to  the  public,  and  making  an 
appropriaton  for  expenses,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by 
unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred 
to  the  committee  on  finance. 

The  Assembly  sent  for  concurrence  the  bill  (No.  1410,  Rec- 
Xo.  185)  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  the  Highway  Law,  in  relation 
to  registration  number  plates  for  manufacturers  of  and  dealers  in 
trailers,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent 
was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on 
internal  affairs  of  towns,  counties  and  public  highways. 

Also,  a  bill  (Xo.  1409,  Rec.  Xo.  186)  entitled  "An  act  to  amend 
the  General  Business  Law,  in  relation  to  registered  architects," 
which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also 
read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  the 
judiciary. 
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Also,  a  bill  (No.  1440,  Rec.  No.  187)  entitled  "An  act  io 
amend  the  Domestic  Relations  Law,  in  relation  to  the  solemniza- 
tion of  marriages  and  fees  therefor,"  which  was  read  the  first 
time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,i 
and  referred  to  the  committee  on  the  judiciary. 

Also,  a  bill  (No.  1439,  Rec.  No.  188)  entitled  "An  act  to  amend 
the  Membership  Corporations  Law,  in  relation  to  acquisition  of 
lands  by  certain  agricultural  corporations,  by  condemnation," 
which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also 
read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  conmiittee  on  the 
judiciary. 

Also,  a  bill  (No.  1407,  Rec.  No.  189)  entitled  "An  act  to 
amend  the  Inferior  Criminal  Courts  Act  of  the  City  of  New 
York,  in  relation  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  court  of  special  ses- 
sions," which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent 
was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  conmiittee  on 
codes. 

The  Assembly  returned  the  concurrent  resolution  by  Mr. 
Walton,  relative  to  extending  the  time  of  the  joint  legislative 
committee  on  simplification  of  civil  practice  to  April  15,  1922. 

Also,  by  Mr.  Thayer,  relative  to  endorsing  the  Federal  forest 
policy  formulated  by  the  United  States  Forest  Service,  and  pre- 
sented in  bill  introduced  in  the  Congress  of  the  United  States, 
known  as  H.  R.  15327,  with  a  message  that  they  have  concurred 
in  the  passage  of  the  same.

800)  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  chapter  four  hundred  and 
twenty-five  of  the  Laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-six, 
entitled  *An  act  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Poughkeepsie,' 
in  relation  to  city  bonds,"  and  that  the  said  bill  be  amended, 
reprinted  and  recommitted  to  the  committee  on  aifairs  of  cities. 

The  President  put  the  question  whether  the  Senate  would  agree 
to  said  motion,  and  it  was  decided  in  the  affirmative.

(6)  Senate  (No.  563,  Int.  No.  515),  entitled  "An  act  authoriz- 
ing the  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund  of  the  city  of  New 
York  to  cancel  or  annul  all  water  rents  or  charges  which  are  now 
a  lien  upon  the  property  of  the  Congregation  Sons  of  Israel  and 
Talmud  Torah  Beth  Israel,  Incorporated,  a  religious  corporation 
in  the  borough  of  Bronx,  city  of  New  York." 

(7)  Senate  (No.  727,  Int.  No.  658),  entitled  "An  act  to  amend 
the  Highway  Law,  in  relation  to  fees  for  registration  of  motor 
vehicles."

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and  as  a  mark  of  anDreciation  of  the  loss  which  his  death  entails 
to  the  people  of  the  State,  and  of  the  nation.

270)  entitled  "An  act  to 
amend  the  Penal  Law,  in  relation  to  failure  to  protect  horses 
from  slipping,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous 
consent  was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee on  codes. 

Also,  a  bill  (Xo.  667,  Rec.  Xo.  271)  entitled  "An  act  to  con- 
fer jurisdiction  on  the  Court  of  Claims  to  hear,  audit  and  deter- 
mine a  claim  by  John  H.  Hasbrouck,  Kathryn  Leonhard  and 
Walter  D.  Hasbrouck  as  trustee  of  the  estate  of  the  late  Josiab 
Hasbrouck,  for  Emily  S.  Burnett  for  damages  to  the  Sleights 
burgh  ferry  on  Rondout  creek  by  the  construction  of  State  route 
number  three  and  a  bridge  in  connection  therewith,"  which  was 
read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the 
second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  the  judiciary.

273)  entitled  "An  act  to 
revise  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Rome,"  which  was  read  the  first 
time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Davenport,  and  by  unanimous  consent,  said 
bill  was  substituted  for  Senate  bill  (Xo.  1183,  Int.  Xo.  345),  now 
on  the  order  of  third  reading. 

The  Assembly  returned  the  bill  (Xo.  552,  Assembly  Reprint 
Xo.  1493,  Int.  Xo.  510)  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  the  charter  of 
the  city  of  Rochester,  generally,"  with  a  message  that  they  have 
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concurred  in  the  passage  of  the  same  with  the  following  amend- 
ments :

No.  1217)  entitled  "An  act 
to  amend  the  Public  Buildings  Law,  in  relation  to  the  board 
of  trustees  of  New  York  State  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Home," 
which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was 
also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on 
finance. 

Mr.  Ames  introduced  a  bill  (Int.  No.  1218)  entitled  "An  act 
to  amend  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Jamestown,  in  relation  to 
transfer  of  lands  and  structures  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
board  of  park  commissioners  of  such  city,  not  required  for  park 
purposes,"  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  con- 
sent was  also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee 
on  aflFairs  of  cities.

the  same,  and  for  the  improvement  of  said  streams,'  generally," 
which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was 
also  read  the  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  in- 
ternal affairs  of  towns,  counties  and  public  highways. 

Also,  a  bill  (No.  1535,  Rec.  No.  275)  entitled  "An  act  to 
amend  the  Tax  Law,  in  relation  to  the  payment  over  and  distribu- 
tion of  taxes,  and  expenses  of  ofiScers,"  which  was  read  the  first 
time,  and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time, 
and  referred  to  the  committee  on  taxation  and  retrenchment. 

Also,  a  bill  (No.  1216,  Rec.  No.  276)  entitled  "An  act  to 
amend  the  General  Municipal  Law,  in  relation  to  recreation  com- 
missions in  cities  and  villages,"  which  was  read  the  first  time, 
and  by  unanimous  consent  was  also  read  the  second  time. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Fearon,  and  by  unanimous  consent,  said  bill 
was  substituted  for  Senate  bill  (No.  738,  Int.  No.  666),  now 
on  the  order  of  third  reading.
